The first snowfall of the year snarled traffic in the Northwest 
suburbs and provided the first opportunity to pinpoint the places in 
the area you shouldn’t drive on a day like yesterday. 


In some locations, suburban motorists found themselves stran­ 
ded for up to two hours, as highway crews struggled to clear snow 
faster than it fell. Expressway driving was hazardous Friday night 
as thousands of commuters forged through 3 to 4 inches of snow on 
their trip home. 


The lucky commuters were the riders of the Milwaukee Road and 
the Chicago and North Western where no major delays were re­ 
ported. 


But if you were driving, particularly in several areas of the 
Northwest suburbs, there were some spots which were hazardous 
during this first major snowfall of the season. Local officials and 
motorists say ifs the same story in these locations during every 
snow. 


IF YOU STAYED clear of them this time, you were fortunate. 
Here’s a report on some of the ones you have to look out for next 
time. 


The much traveled Dundee Road through Arlington Heights, 
Buffalo Grove and Wheeling and Golf and Higgins roads in Hoff­ 
man Estates and Schaumburg are the most treacherous. Although 
all are major four-lane roadways, a combination of too many cars 
and the inability to remove snow rapidly make those roads nearly 
impassable during rush hours. 


Traffic Friday morning was backed up for 2% hours on Dundee 
Road between Wolf and Buffalo Grove roads in Buffalo Grove. “ It

was worse than the Dan Ryan Expressway,” said Buffalo Grove 
Police Sgt. Peter Lippert. “ It was a parking lot.” 
Wheeling Police Sgt. Jack Kimsey said there were six minor 
accidents in the village Friday morning, including a four-car pile­ 
up at Wheeling and Dundee roads. There were no injuries, he said, 
“ just an inconvenience for the people involved.”

Travelers’ advisories issued throughout the day by the National 
Weather Service did not stop suburbanites from hitting the roads. 


Motorists’ troubles in the Rolling Meadows area were com­ 
pounded by a minor fire in a Commonwealth Edison substation 
causing a power failure that knocked out traffic signals in portions 
of the city and Schaumburg Township.

Student reveals details 
of rape in county jail

A Des Plaines student is revealing 
the grim details of a four-day sodomy 
and assault ordeal which allegedly 
took place in Cook County Jail last 
month to State’s Atty. Bernard Carey 
and a prison reform group. 
The 18-year-old high school senior 
has told authorities that he was 
raped, assaulted and abused for four 
days by four jail inmates in early No­ 
vember. 
A spokesman for Carey declined to 
offer any details on the case, except 
to say there was a complaint and 
there is an investigation. 
JAMES SWANSON of the John 
Howard Assn., a prison reform group, 
said the student has provided the 
group with information about the inci­ 
dent. He probably will be called next 
week to testify before a Cook County 
Grand jury that is investigating condi­ 
tions at the jail. 
Swanson termed the young man’s 
willingness to discuss tile brutality at 
the jail “pretty rare.” 
“This is very unusual. As in other 
rape cases, most people are too embar­ 
rassed or emotionally unable to talk 
openly about the situation,” Swanson 
said. 
The identity of the man is being 
withheld by authorities, but sources 
said he was salt to jail Oct. 30 after 
being arrested on battery, robbery, 
and aggravated assault charges. 
“He was placed in a youth dormito­ 


ry, which houses males between the 
ages of 18 to 26 years old,” Swanson 
said. He added that during the next 
four days he was assaulted and raped 
a number of times. 
SWANSON SAID the young man 
also has alleged that he was given 
marijuana and amphetamines by oth­ 
er inmates. 
Swanson said he has identified his 
attackers at the jail and the informa­ 
tion has been given to the state’s at­ 
torney. 
He added that the young man was 
removed to another section of the jail 
after repeated complaints to jail offi­ 
cials. His parents were unable to post 
the bond, which was reduced from 
$20,000 to $2,500, after the attacks oc­ 
curred. 
Swanson said the student explained 
the incident to his parents who then 
contacted attorney Robert Maloney. 
The incident was related to the John 
Howard Assn. and the state’s attor­ 
ney’s office last week, Swanson said. 
MALONEY COULD not be reached 
for comment Friday. 
Swanson said the student also al­ 
leged that a friend was assaulted and 
slashed repeatedly with a homemade 
knife while attempting to resist a se­ 
xual attack at the jail several months 
ago. 
The state’s attorney hopes to deter­ 
mine if jail guards were aware of the 
attacks and how the drugs were 
smuggled into the jail. 


Kerner pension rights reinstated 


CARLINVILLE (UPI) - A Sang­ 
amon County Circuit Court judge has 
reinstated the pension rights taken 
away from the late Otto Kerner after 
the former governor’s conviction in a 
federal race track bribery case. 


Hie attorney representing the Ker­ 
ner family, Robert Weiner, Friday 
said in Springfield the reinstatement 
of benefits involves more than the 
$10,000 in pension payments Kerner 
lost between his conviction in Febru­ 
ary 1973, and his death earlier this 
year. 


Weiner, who represented Kerner 
and later Kemer’s son, Anton, in the 
fight over pension rights, said the rul­ 
ing by Circuit Court Judge Paul Ver­ 
tices© also restored, retroactively, 
Kemer’s right to hospitalization insur­ 
ance under the pension system. Ker­ 
ner had been hospitalized several 
times before his death in his long bout 
with cancer.

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High court halts 
Gilmore execution

SALT LAKE CITY (UPI' —The U.S. Supreme Court 
Friday thwarted Gary Gilmore's wish to die before a 
firing squad at dawn Monday by ordering the State of 
Utah to legally justify his execution. 
Gilmore reacted in anger against his mother and the 
NAACP Legal Defense Fund which filed the appeal that 
resulted in a 6-3 decision by the high court to stay his 
execution until the justices review his case. 
The condemned man said in a statement issued by his 
agent that he wanted them to “butt out of my life. It's 
none of their business. They are all a bunch of cow­ 
ards.” 
“IF I HAVE a right to a speedy trial, why don’t I 
have a right to a speedy execution?” he wrote. “I am 
being held with a sentence to death — not a sentence to 
do time. My sentence to death expires Dec. 6. 
“I don't like the fact that the NAACP associates with 
my* case in any way because they are a phony, Uncle 
Tom outfit and I am a white man.” 
Gilmore’s lawyer, Ronald Stanger, said Gilmore was 
disappointed and depressed by the court’s action. “He 
realizes this delay may last for a long, long time,” the 
lawyer said after visiting the condemned man at Utah 
State Prison. 
The stay blocked what would have been the first exe­ 
cution in the United States since 1967. 


STANGER SAID he might seek to have Gilmore's 
sentence for the slaying of a Provo. Utah, motel clerk 
tossed out because a 60-day state time limit on the 
carrying out of executions will have expired Tuesday — 
the day the high court wants the state to respond. 
We haven't decided, but it’s a possibility,” the lawyer 
said. “It raises questions about the government waiving 
his rights. He hasn't waived any of his rights and 
doesn’t think th€$’ have any right to either. He doesn t 
think he should have to languish under these condi­ 
tions.” 
The possibility that Gilmore's death sentence might 
be abrogated if he wasn't executed by Monday original­ 
ly was raised by l 7tah County Atty. Noall Wootton, 
whose office prosecuted him for the slaving last sum­ 
mer of motel clerk Bennie Bushnell. 
Most legal authorities disagreed with the prosecutor s 
argument that delays might result in Gilmore's escap­ 
ing punishment. 
THE CONDEMNED man still faces first-degree mur­ 


der charges for a second slaving last summer. Gilmore 
has admitted killing Max Jensen, 24. a service station 
attendant, on the night before Bushnell's slaying. 
When Gilmore first heard of the high court’s ruling, 
*‘he made a few snide remarks and that was all,” ac­ 
cording to prison Lt. Richard Bamhard, who is in 
charge of the isolated cellblock holding the condemned 
man. 


Gilmore, who turns 36 today, asked for permission to 
phone his mother, Bessie, bedridden with arthritis at a 
Milwaukie, Ore., trailer court. Warden Sam Smith said 
he would allow the call if arrangements could be made. 
The Supreme Court acted on a 45-page appeal filed 
for Mrs. Gilmore by lawyers opposed to the death pen­ 
alty. A similar appeal was rejected by the Utah Su­ 
preme Court an hour before the nation's highest court 
issued the reprieve. 
The justices asked the State of Utah to respond by 5 
p.m. Tuesday to the stay request filed for Mrs. Gilmore 
l\v Anthony Amsterdam, a Stanford University law pro­ 
fessor who fought the case which led the U. S. Supreme 
Court temporarily to outlaw the death penalty in 1972. 
The high court was particularly interested in Utah’s 
reaction to charges Gilmore did not intelligently waive 
his right to appeal after his conviction for the murder 
of Bennie Bushnell, 25, a motel clerk slain last summer 
in Provo. Utah. 
“A waiver of constitutional rights must be ‘com­ 
petently and intelligently’ made,” the appeal argued, 
“and to allow such waiver where there has ‘been no 
hearing or inquiry into the issue o f . . . (a defendant’s) 
competence to waive his constitutional rights’ con­ 
stitutes reversible error.” 
The appeal charged the inquiry by the Utah Supreme 
Court ihto the waiver issue wras “grossly inadequate.” 


THE STATE ALSO WAS asked to supply transcripts 
of four recent proceedings in the case — a Nov. I hear­ 
ing in Fourth District Court at Provo where Gilmore 
asked for immediate execution, a Nov. IO hearing be­ 
fore the Utah Supreme Court at which Gilmore person­ 
ally pleaded for death, last Tuesday’s hearing of the 
Utah Board of Pardons, and Wednesday’s sentencing 
proceedings at which the execution date was set. 
Utah Atty. Gen.-elect Robert Hansen said his staff 
would work through the weekend preparing its re­ 
sponse. adding that all the requested information would 
be readv bv the deadline. 


Vance a good choice: Kissinger

U. S. Sec. of State Henry Kissinger 
said Friday Cyrus Vance was “an out­ 
standing choice” to succeed him as 
the nation's top foreign policy expert 
and promised his full cooperation dur­ 
ing the remaining seven weeks of the 
transition period. 


Vance, the 59-year-old former diplo­ 
matic troubleshooter in the Johnson 
administration, also received high 
praise from several senators and 
House members who oversee foreign 
policy on Capitol Hill. 


The U. S. State Dept, released a 
statement from Kissinger minutes af­ 
ter President-elect Jimmy Carter offi­ 
cially announced Vance's new post 
during a nationally televised news 
conference. 


“PRESIDENT-ELECT 
CARTER 
has made an outstanding choice in 
choosing Cyrus Vance as his secre­ 
tary of state,” Kissinger said. “I have 
known Mr. Vance for many years and 
have had the privilege of working 
with him. He is exceptionally well 
qualified for his new' responsibilities. I 
wish him well. His success will be the 
success of all Americans.” 


Kissinger also pledged that “my 
colleagues in the Department of State 
and I will do everything we can to 
assist the secretary-designate during 
the transition period.” 
Sen. John Sparkman. D-Ala.. chair­ 
man of the Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee, said in a telephone inter­ 
view from 
Huntsville, 
Ala., 
that 


Vance s selection was “a very good 
one.” 
“He's had wonderful experience in 
public service. I think that will be a 
great help to him. I personally believe 
he will be quite acceptable to our 
committee.” he said. 
R E P . CLEMENT J. Zablocki. 
D-Wis., expected to be named chair­ 
man of the House International Rela­ 
tions Committee in the new Congress, 
said Vance is “a man who is highly 
respected on Capitol Hill and with 
whom I am confident the Congress can 
work cooperatively and well in the na­ 
tional interest.” 
Sen. Frank Church, D-Idaho, a 


member of the foreign relations pan­ 
el. said he had strongly favored 
Vance’s appointment and was “very 
pleased” with it. 
The ranking Republican member of 
the committee, Sen. Clifford Case of 
New Jersey, said he was “greatly 
pleased” with the appointment.” 
“I am sure he will carry out the 
duties of this enormously responsible 
position with dedication and great 
Competence,” said Case. 
Sen. Claiborne Pell, D-R. I., another 
foreign relations panel member, said 
he was “delighted” with Vance’s se­ 
lection “because he will make an ex­ 
cellent secretary of state.”

ney. indicated he will delegate nego­ 
tiating authority to qualified subordi­ 
nates much more than Henry Kissin­ 
ger has done, although he will step in 
personally w hen necessary. 


HE SAID REVIVAL of progress in 
the stalled U.S.-Soviet strategic arms 
talks and the possibility of new’ U.S.- 
led peace initiatives in the Middle 
East were among his highest prior­ 
ities. 


Vance said prospects for strength­ 
ening Middle East peace seemed “en­ 
couraging.” without saying why, and 
he pledged the strategic arms talks 


would get his “aggressive attention” 
right away. 


Generally, however, Vance declined 
to discuss the substance of policy is­ 
sues. saying he could not do so before 
he has extensive briefings with Kissin­ 
ger and other officials. A Kissinger 
aide said in Washington the two plan 
to confer at the U.S. State Dept. Mon­ 
day. 


Carter interrupted 
to say 
that 
“most parties to the Middle East situ­ 
ation have expressed themselves . . . 
that the next few months would be a 
good time to renew' efforts” toward 


resumed peace negotiations. But he 
too said it would be “inappropriate” 
to comment on foreign policy issues in 
more substance just now. because the 
“excellent” Ford administration is 
still in charge. 


VANCE IS AN old Washington hand 
renowned especially as a master bar­ 
gainer in touchy diplomatic negotia­ 
tions. He served as Army secretary in 
the Kennedy administration, as depu­ 
ty defense secretary under Lyndon 
Johnson and as a chief U.S. negotiator 
at the Vietnam peace talks and the 
1967 Cyprus talks. 
Lance, 45, a bass-voiced, heavy-set 


man with a cherubic double chin, is 
president of the National Bank of 
Georgia which gave the Carter family 
a multimillion dollar loan for peanut 
growing equipment in 1975. 


Introduced by Carter as “a close 
personal friend.” Lance said the loan 
was simply a good business venture 
that involved “no conflict of interest 
at all” and — like Vance — said he 
planned to divest himself of all busi­ 
ness and financial holdings that might 
raise conflict-of-interest questions. 
Lance said he would run OMB in “a 
h a r d-nosed, efficient, businesslike 
manner,” but would not allow it to 
b e c o m e “a super-agency to be 


feared” by the public. 
A REPORTER asked Carter wheth­ 
er, in his first cabinet-level selections, 
he had violated campaign pledges to 
end cronyism in government and fill 
key positions with persons from out­ 
side the Washington establishment. 
He noted Lance had personal ties to 
Carter, and Vance is a familiar figure 
in elite Washington circles. 


Carter denied it, saying both men 
live and follow' careers outside Wash­ 
ington, and that, in Vance's case, it 
would have been “almost ridiculous” 
to choose as a secretary of state a 
man inexperienced in foreign policy 
conduct.

If Jimmy Carter wanted a secretary 
of state who epitomizes the Democrat­ 
ic Eastern Establishment, he could 
not have done better than select 
Cyrus Roberts Vance, his choice for 
the job. 


Vance, secretary of the Army in the 
Johnson Administration, is a native of 
Clarksburg, W. Va., but everything 
else about him — where he went to 
school, the people he has worked with, 
where he has worked — bespeaks the 
role of a prototype establishment fig­ 
ure. 


His personal qualities, on the other 
hand, are just about the opposite of 
those of the man he succeeds, the 
domineering Henry A. Kissinger. 


VANCE IS REGARDED by those 
who have worked with him at the 
Pentagon and the State Dept, as a 
team player, considerate, a quiet, • 
good likener, an optimist with an al­ 
most uncanny knack of summing up 
the consensus and coming up with a 
compromise. 


Kissinger was not known for those 
characteristics. 
Vance, 59, looks like what he is — a 


Wall Street lawyer. Under the Kenne­ 
dy and Johnson administrations he 
was a faithful deputy to the giants of 
the day — Averell Harriman. Robert 
McNamara and Dean Rusk, all of 
whom had some influence with Carter 
during the selection process. 
Vance went to all the right Estab­ 
lishment schools — Kent School, Yale 
and the Yale Law school. 
HE WAS A member of Harriman s 
Paris negotiating team that failed to 
make any real progress on Vietnam. 
He was deputy secretary of defense 
and also served as secretary of the 
Army when Defense Sec. McNamara 
and his computers were running the 
Pentagon. 
And Vance was a special negotiator 
for McNamara in Cyprus and South 
Korea. 
Some officials who have worked 
with him on these jobs, and respected 
him. now express doubts whether Mr. 
Nice Guy. a man who has always 
been No. 2. is tough enough to master 
some of the diplomatic, bureaucratic 
and legislative barriers that confront 
a secretary of state. 
Vance is married to the former 
Grace Sloane and has four daughters 
and one son. He has been living in a

and has been spending much time 
recently trying to work out a solution 
to New York City’s financial crisis.

Atlanta banker Bert Lance. Presi­ 
dent-elect Jimmy Carter’s choice as 
budget director, says any shoring-up 
of the economy by the new’ adminis­ 
tration will be done in an orderly 
fashion. 
When Lance says it, you're apt to 
believe it. 
The self-styled “country banker” 
stands 6-4, weighs 240 pounds and has 
a booming voice. 
During the days he ran the Georgia 
State 
Transportation 
Dept, 
under 
then-Gov. Carter, he kept his hair 
cropped short and so did all his aides 
— although long hair was the vogue. 
Lance began his banking career in 
1951 as a $90-a-month teller at the 
First National Bank in his hometown 
of Calhoun. Ga. Twelve years later he 
was named president of the bank. 
LANCE’S BROTHER-IN-LAW, C. B. 
David, who still lives in Calhoun, has 
a ready explanation for Lance’s suc­ 
cess: “He’s always been a hard work­ 
er and he survives on hard work.” 
For the past two years Lance has 
been president of the National Bank 
of Georgia, Atlanta’s fifth largest, and 
has gained a reputation as an aggres­ 
sive businessman by consolidating 


three smaller banks since he took over 
the job. 
One of the loans Lance made was to 
peanut farmer Jimmy Carter — a $4.7 
million outlay to help finance the Car­ 
ter family’s business enterprise in 
Plains. 
Lance says he sees "no problem” in 
the fact his bank helped Carter finan­ 
cially. 
“It was done back in 1975.” he says. 
“If I had been smart enough to know 
that he was going to be president of 
the United States when we negotiated 
these loans. I'd rather imagine he’d 
want me to run the whole country.” 


LANCE RECEIVED high marks for 
his handling of the Georgia State 
Transportation Dept, and also played 
a key role in Carter's reorganization 
of the state government. 
“Whenever Carter wanted some­ 
thing done — anything — he's call on 
Bert Lance,” an insider said. 
Lance is married to his high school 
sweetheart, Labelle, 45, and they have 
four sons, two of them bankers, and 
two, ages 15 and 17, still in school. 
Mrs. Lance’s grandfather founded the 
Calhoun bank, and her father was its 
vice president. 
Lance made an unsuccessful bid for

the governorship in 1954, spending 
more than SI million on his campaign, 
only to be defeated in the Democratic 
primary. He made a financial dis­ 
closure at the time showing his net 
worth at $3.1 million. 
Before the formal announcement of 
his appointment Friday,. Lance said 
Carter's first concern would be with 
unemployment, with inflation a close 
second. 
“Whatever action he takes will be 
an orderly situation” Lance said.

2 seized in nursing 
home payoff plot 


The U.S. attorney's office Friday filed misdemeanor charges 
against two pharmacists, accusing them of paying kickbacks to 
Chicago area nursing homes in return for Medicaid business. Nor­ 
man Jacobson, 37. Northbrook, owner of Blick Pharmacy in Chi­ 
cago. and Aaron Finn. 63, former owner of the pharmacy, were 
named in criminal informations — misdemeanor charges filed by 
the U.S. attorney's office without going through grand jury pro­ 
ceedings. The two were reported to be cooperating with the U.S. 
attorney's office in a major investigation into Medicaid fraud. 
Sixteen persons and six medical laboratories are under indictment 
in the probe. 
The criminal charges filed against Jacobson Friday contend he 
paid $1,739 to various nursing homes in 1975 so they would buy 
supplies for Medicaid patients from his pharmacy. Finn was ac­ 
cused of making similar payoffs in 1974. Nursing homes which 
allegedly received the payoffs are: Golf Mill in Niles; Plaza in 
Niles: Edgewater Center. Chicago: Oak Manor, Chicago; Balm­ 
oral, Chicago; Central. Chicago; Wrightwood Convalescent Home, 
Chicago: and Sheridan Gardens, Chicago. 


Ex-cop in bealing gels probation 


A federal judge, admitting the sentence did not reflect “the 
enormity of the conduct involved," Friday placed a former Chi­ 
cago policeman on five years probation in a civil rights case 
stemming from the beating of two men last year. U.S. District 
Court Judge Prentice H. Marshall indicated that he imposed a 
lighter sentence on former officer Richard Gavert because he co­ 
operated with federal authorities in the investigation of the Feb. 2, 
1975, beating. Gavert, 34. pleaded guilty on Oct. 21 to violating the 
civil rights of Gregory Walker and Ralph Cheatem. He was in­ 
dicted by a federal grand jury Sept. I with former patrol officer 
Robert J. Minster, who pleaded guilty last Monday. 


Illinois briefs 
Inheritance fee 
unconstitutional 


The Illinois Supreme Court Friday handed down two opinions 
affecting local government's finances. 
One said the 4 per cent “ fee" that counties now keep for collec­ 
ting the state inheritance tax is unconstitutional. The other held 
that cities are entitled to keep the fines paid for traffic offenses if 
city police issue the citation and appear in court, even if the 
state's attorney handles any required court appearances. The in­ 
heritance tax ruling found the 4 per cent retention feature of the 
law violates a constitutional prohibition against basing fees “ upon 
the levy or extension of taxes." The case was filed as a class action 
affecting all taxpayers outside Cook County. Justice Walter V. 
Schaefer filed a dissenting opinion saving acceptance of that class 
action status was improper. 
The traffic offense decision resulted from a dispute between the 
city of Decatur and Macon County. The appellate court had held 
that in cases where a state’s attorney was required to appear in 
court on a city-initiated traffic case because of the failure of a 
municipal attorney to do so, the fines resulting from the case 
would go to the county. The Supreme Court disagreed, holding the 
appellate court had misinterpreted the word “ prosecute" to in­ 
clude all steps in the judicial process, from issuance of the original 
ticket through the court appearance. 


LSO victim must sue: Rep. Simon 


U.S. Rep. Paul Simon. D-Ill.. said Friday that Kenneth Loch, 
Royalton. 111., who learned only this year he was given LSD in 
secret Army tests in 1957. apparently will have to take legal action 
to recover damages. Simon brought Loeh's case to public attention 
last August. He said he met this week with Army Sec. Martin R. 
Hoffman and with Loeh's attorneys. John Huffman and Dan Kim- 
mel of Carbondale. 111. “ The secretary expressed a sincere con­ 
cern about Mr. Loeh's problem." Simon said. “ But legal counsel 
for the Army later told Mr. Loeh's attorneys that he would prob­ 
ably have to sue in order to recover damages. The Army seems 
unwilling to budget from an apparent legal contention that the 
tests led to no adverse after-effects.” Loeh. 38 and disabled, said 
in August he had had 28 seizures in the 19 years that followed the 
tests conducted at a Maryland base in December 1957. 


‘•Haircut* judge suspended 


The Illinois Courts Commission has suspended Woodford County 
Circuit Court Judge Samuel G. Harrod III without pay for one 
month because he ordered convicted males to get haircuts and 
seized their driver’s licenses. The commission said Friday it 
agreed with the Judiciary Inquiry Board, which held Harrod. 36. 
Eureka. 111., had acted improperly and his conduct tended to bring 
the judiciary into disrepute. The board accused Harrod of forcing 
convicted males to cut their hair short and requiring them to 
surrender drivers’ licenses as a condition of probation. 


$30,26 million penalty, court rules 
Chicago schools must pay fine 


SPRINGFIELD. IU. (UPI) - The 
Illinois Supreme Court ruled Friday 
the Chicago pubUc schools must pay a 
$30.26 million penalty for not holding 
a fuU school year last year. 
But the court agreed the school sys­ 
tem can pay the penalty over a three- 
year period starting this year, rather 
than immediately in one lump sum. 
The decision reverses one handed 
down by Cook County Circuit Court 
Judge Arthur Dunne in September. 


Dunne ruled the penalty invalid on 
several grounds and said the Chicago, 
schools did not have to pay. 
THE DECISION IS important state­ 
wide because the reduction in money 
going to Chicago means more money 
will 
be available for distribution 
through the school aid formula to oth­ 
er districts. 
The Chicago School Board’s main 
argument against the penalty was 
that it violated the section of the 1970 


Illinois Constitution which requires 
that the state “provide for an efficient 
system of high-quality public educa­ 
tional institutions and services." 
The court rejected arguments that 
the imposition of a penalty would in­ 
terfere with the provision of high- 
quality education.

County, state snow crews battled ‘ivorst conditions9

The men who man the plows and 
salt trucks for the Illinois Dept, of 
Transportation and the Cook County 
Highway 
Dept, 
"were 
facing 
the 
worst conditions that could exist” F ri­ 
day morning because “ we didn’t get a 
big jump on the snow” and “ couldn’t 
get the trucks past the cars,” said an 
official of the state highway depart­ 
ment. 


Both departments had snow' remov­ 
al units on the streets at 6 a.m. to do 
battle with OI’ 
Man 
Winter, 
but 
Charles McLean.-traffic maintenance 
director for the Illinois Dept, 
of 
Transportation, 
said 
there 
wasn’t 
much advance warning of Friday’s 
snowstorm 
because 
of 
a 
sudden 


change in winds coming off Lake 
Michigan. 
“ This year the weather has been 
really erratic. This was our 13th 
storm warning already this season. 
Last winter we had a total of 35 storm 
warnings.” he said. 


SNOW COMMAND 
members 
for 
both agencies are assigned to salt and 
plow certain regions. Their job does 
not end until the pavement is visible 
and clean and weather . conditions 
have improved. 


Both the county and state contract 
the services of private forecasters 
who send regular and emergency 
weather reports into a 24-hour switch­ 
board at the state’s headquarters at 
IOO Plaza Dr., Schaumburg. 


When the forecast looks bleak with 
freezing temperatures, heavy snow 
and blowing winds, the snow com­ 
mands are dispatched. 


The tactics have been worked out in 
advance and members of the snow 
commands are called by phone to 
duty. Bright orange vests and helmets 
are donned, snow trucks with flashing 
lights are revved up, and the troops 
hit the roads. 


THE STATE SENDS out special 
crews to clear the expressways and 
tollways for heavy rush-hour traffic. 
Major state and county roads which 
handle a great deal of local and 
through traffic are cleared early. 
Those routes include Dundee Road, 
Elm hurst Road, Northwest Highway, 


Golf Road, Rand Road, River Road, 
Higgins Road. Arlington Heights Road 
and others. 
Lesser traveled county roads are 
cleared last. Manpower and machin­ 
ery is allocated on the basis of need. 
The streets that lead to local fire 
and police stations and hospitals al­ 
ways are high priority, said Glenn 
Frederichs. assistant 
superintendent 
of the county highway department. 
BOTH AG EN CIES also give special 
attention to hazardous road conditions 
that prevail in different sections of 
each community at bridges or sharp 
curves, he said. 
Initial thin layers of snow can be 
salted, but plowing does not ususally 
begin until two or more inches has 
accumulated. There are restrictions 


on salting because certain chemicals 
must be added to break up the icy 
s n o w a f t e r temperatures have 
dropped below 20 degrees, McLean 
said. 
High winds result in drifting that 
can cover up in minutes what it took 
a snow plow to clear all morning. 
With abandoned cars blocking the 
roadway and the elements of nature 
working against you, the snow com­ 
mand’s job is hardly an envious one, 
he said. 
“ We are ready to get those plows 
rolling from early October and we 
know we could be using them until 
after April — we’ve had snow that 
late in the season 
before,” 
said 
McLean, who supervises a six-county 
district of snow commands from the 


state’s Schaumburg office. 
THE O FFIC E IS the main pulse of 
the state’s northeastern Illinois snow 
plow operation which utilizes 800 men 
and 360 trucks. Snow command units 
for the Northwest suburbs are dis­ 
patched from maintenance yards at 
410 Lincoln Ave., Arlington Heights 
and 1175 Biesterfield Rd., Elk Grove 
Village. Each station has 23 to 47 men 
and 15 to 20 trucks, McLean said. 
The county has local dispatching of­ 
fices 
at 
Algonquin 
and 
Mecham 
Roads. Schanumburg, and on Ballard 
Road in Des Plaines which each have 
about ll trucks and 22 men. 
The county draws from a total force 
of 56 trucks and about 112 m al for its 
countywide snow removal program, 
Frederichs said.

Supt. Edward Grodsky told the par­ 
ents. It w ill mean increasing the size 
of classes and dismissing teachers 
and administrators. 
“ If we do this, all we’ll be left with 
is the basics and we’ll be right back 
where we were IO years ago,” he 
said. “ We don’t want to take a step 
backwards.” 
Last April the board made $110,000 
in cuts before approving a $2.62 m il­ 
lion budget, but were able to save pro­ 
grams and maintain the educational 
standards of the district, Grodsky 
said. It won’t be that way if the refer­ 
endum fails and another $200,000 has 
to be cut from the budget. 


FACED W ITH a projected $278,000 
deficit and already having borrowed 
as much as allowed legally, the dis­ 
trict w ill have no choice but to make 
the program and staff cuts, Grodsky 
said. 


Passage of the referendum would 
allow the board of education to in­ 
crease the tax rate in the education 
fund from $1.60 per $100 equalized as­ 
sessed valuation, where it has been 
since 1964, to $2.20 per $100, he said. 
The 60-cent increase in the educa­ 
tion fund would be levied gradually 
over six years. The over-all tax rate 
would not increase from $2.51 per $100 
equalized assessed valuation because 
the tax rate in the bond and interest 
fund would drop as bonds are retired 
and as the board raised the education 
fund rate, Grodsky said. 
“ We’re not proposing to raise your 
taxes one iota,” he said. “ The amount 
we would retire in bonds would be 
reallocated to the education fund and 
the tax rate would be frozen at $2.51.” 
Although not a panacea for the fi­ 
nancial problems that have plagued 
the district for the past decade, pas­ 
sage of the referendum would buy 
time for a district with “ its back 
against the w all,” McGovern said.

The way we see it 
Praise for the Puritans 


Cynicism about government at 
all 
levels 
has 
become 
com­ 
monplace. and many may have 
considered this week's 
report 
that there is no official corrup­ 
tion in Arlington Heights Village 
government to be startling news 
indeed. 


Startling or not to tile hard­ 
ened outsider, the report by a 
professor from the University of 
Illinois. Chicago Circle, calling 
the village ‘*a model of puritan­ 
ical propriety.” comes as wel­ 
come reassurance to those who 
have followed the progress of 
the village government over the 
years. 


The report by John A. Gardi­ 
ner called “Propriety in Prairie­ 
ville” points out several specific 
reasons for Arlington Heights’

Thompson’s pay stand a bad start 


The campaign is over, and al­ 
ready it seems as though some 
promising politicians are chang­ 
ing their spots.

James Thompson, who seemed 
throughout the campaign to be 
just Ute kind of political leader 
who w ould shun the shenanigans 
that are too common in Spring­ 
field.

be passed by this session of the 
General Assembly, between now7 
and Jan. 12. if incoming legisla­ 
tors. Thompson and other newly 
elected officials are to benefit 
from it. The current proposal 
calls for legislative salaries of 
$27,500 a year and a salary for 
tile governor of $70,000. 


The total price tag for these 
raises is more than $7 million. 
There is talk in Springfield that 
the legislature will be able to 
muster the enthusiasm to pass 
the 
raises 
over 
Gov. 
Daniel 
Walker’s threatened veto. 


Somehow7 none of this squares 
with all the predictions, by re­ 
sponsible Democrats and Re­ 
publicans, that the state will 
face a severe financial squeeze 


in the next year and that it will 
be touch and go if we are to 
avoid a state tax increase. 


Thompson himself has called 
for a “year of sacrifice” by 
those who have claims on the 
state's coffers. Funds for educa­ 
tion have been cut and other 
state agencies will do without 
because of these sacrifices.

Two years ago abortion was not 
even a major issue in the political 


campaign. This time it was, and the 
change came about from tremendous 
people-power. Not a dollar came from 
any political action committee in Cook 
County or Illinois to help the right to 
life movement make its gains. 
Nationwide, the right to life move­ 
ment 
gained so much 
legislative 
strength that the country's leading 
abortion activist. New York's Bill 
Baird, said in a recent interview that 
new laws banning all abortions could 
be enacted within two or three years. 
The press has called abortion an 
emotional issue. It is hoped that ques­ 
tions of life and death will always re­ 
main emotional. But abortion is an 
emotional issue rooted in legal schol­ 
arship, historical research and politi­ 
cal action.

WASHINGTON — Under the um­ 
brella of his transition team, set up 
last August, candidate Jimmy Carter 
operated one of the most effective 
strategies for winning over strate­ 
gically placed personalities that I’ve 
seen in a half-dozen presidential elec­ 
tions. 
This team, preparing for a Carter 
Administration months before it was 
clear there would be a Carter Admin­ 
istration. was assigned a small-scale 
budget of $140,000 out of scarce cam­ 
paign funds and sought position pa­ 
pers and written advice from several 
thousand influential citizens nation­ 
wide on what a Carter Adminis­ 
tration's policies should be. 
Now there is nothing more flatter­ 
ing to a man or woman, however 
prominent, than to be asked his views 
on a major national issue by the pres­ 
idential nominee of a major political 
party. And when that candidate asks 
for a five to eight-page written pro­ 
posal on a matter with which you are 
deeply concerned, the flattery is most 
compelling. 


I KNOW ONE prominent man, ac­ 
tive at high levels in a succession of 
Republican and Democratic adminis­ 
trations — with a philosophy roughly 
180 degrees from Carter’s — who be­ 
earn^ a convert after being asked to 
submit his thoughts, though he had no 
assurance his advice would be follow­ 
ed. This man knew’, in fact, that the 
overwhelming advice on the subject in 
which he is expert was being sought 
from those with views radically differ­ 
ent from his own. 
The unstated implication, though 
repeatedly denied, was that having 
been asked for advice, the adviser 
would then eventually be considered 
for a top-level position in a Carter Ad­ 
ministration, assuming a Democratic 
victory. 
I understand, in fact, that between 
a thousand and two thousand of those 
solicited did in fact submit written 
opinions on subjects like government 
reorganization, business, labor and 
regulatory agency problems, defense, 
foreign affairs, intelligence activities, 
inflation and unemployment. 


A FEW THOUSAND men and wom­ 
en are but slightly more than a drop­ 
let rn a national election. But they can 
be highly influential all the same if 
carefully chosen from among those 
who hold leadership positions in labor 
and finance, religious and minority 


groups, academic and agricultural 
circles, and in other circles where 
Carter needed votes to secure a victo­ 
ry. 
With key men and women of in­ 
fluence being drawn into the circle, 
however obliquely — and however 
small their actual weight in Carter’s 
plans — the word gets around. And 
much more effectively than through 
radio, TV. speeches and other stan­ 
dard campaign techniques. What's 
created is an aura of reflected pres­ 
tige and competence gleaned from the 
reputations of those he’s asked for ad­ 
vice and counsel. 
There is every indication in the 
weeks since Nov. 2 that Carter, as 
president, will use this or similar 
techniques in his attempts to get Con­ 
gress to go along with him in carrying 
out his aims. Senators and Represen­ 
tatives love, above all, to be listened 
to by anyone, particularly a Presi­ 
dent. 
(Newspaper Enterprise Assn.) 


his line of thinking other than to reas­ 
sure supporters the makeup of his ad­ 
ministration will be broadbased and 
will include blacks, women and other 
minority groups who have not played 
a large role in the past in the top 
government positions. 


CARTER ADMITS he found some of 
the transition papers presented to him 
on the presidency are not up to his 
“standards.” He also has had to me­ 
diate some of the post-election friction 
among his closest associates and says 
there has been some jockeying for 
power — “not much, but enough.” 


Oddly enough. Carter has even 
dipped into Republican ranks to try to 
learn how to be a good president and 
to organize the White House. He has 
asked Stephan Hess, former speech 
writer for Dwight Eisenhower who 
also served as Richard Nixon’s assist­ 
ant for urban affairs, to prepare 
memos for him on how to reshape the 
White House staff. 
Hess, who helped draft the Republi­ 
can Party’s 1976 platform, came to 
Carter's attention because of the 
book, “Organizing the Presidency,” 
which he wrote as a senior fellow at 
the Brookings Institute. 


HESS ALREADY has submitted two 
memos to Carter on staffing and pin­ 
pointing those in the palace guard 
w7ho should have direct access to the 
president. He is preparing another on 
the trappings of the presidency — 
which Carter wants to cut down — 
and use of the presidential retreat. 
Meantime. Carter is being bom­ 
barded with suggestions on w’ho to 
pick for his cabinet and how to run 
the White House — 5,000 to 6.000 let­ 
ters a day, he says. 
He has received many wires sug­ 
gesting Rep. Barbara Jordan, D-Tex., 
be apponted to his top team. 
THERE ALSO IS a push for former 
Rep. Bella Abzug, D-N.Y., who lost 
out to Daniel Patrick Moynihan for 
the New York senatorial seat, to be 
given an active role in the adminis­ 
tration. 
So far Carter appears to be reiving 
most heavily on his Georgia campaign 
supporters and friends to guide him. 
But Carter's aides have given assur­ 
ances the President-elect intends to 
look far and wide for a representative 
cabinet. 
Although Carter seems to be having 
a difficult time making his decisions, 
aides insist he is in no hurry and 
probably will not begin to unveil the 
makeup of his administration until 
mid-December or even later.

Carter facing 
‘serious9 Army 
money problems 


WASHINGTON, D.C. - A recent 
government report on the “serious 
breakdown in the Army’s financial 
management systems” is sympton- 
matic of the problem the Carter Ad­ 
ministration will face in trying to 
bring order to the federal government. 


It is significant that the report on 
the shocking state of financial affairs 
in the Army is by the General 
Accounting Office (GAO), the non­ 
partisan and authoritative watchdog 
on federal spending. 
In weighing the GAO’s criticism it 
is important to note that the Defense 
Dept, does not argue with the facts or 
with the conclusion that there were 
violations of the law by the Army in 
over-obligation on spending projects 
totaling more than $205 million. 


THE ILLEGAL over-obligation of 
funds covered procurement of weap- 
ons. tracked combat vehicles, and 
missiles as well as ammunition in the 
period from 1971 through 1975. 
Tht admitted over-obligation of $205 
million involved only three Army ap­ 
propriations, and the GAO noted IO 
more Army appropriations have been 
found to be in violation of the Anti- 
Deficiencv Act. It has vet to make a 
determination of the amount of money 
involved in these IO cases. 


It is important that President-elect 
Jimmy Carter and his aides under­ 
stand that the present Army financial 
mess is not something which has de­ 
veloped suddenly, and that effective 
reform effort would require a thor­ 
ough and objective analysis and dedi­ 
cated follow-through. 


Army officials have been aware of 
the generally poor accounting and re­ 
porting practices for more than four 
years. In fact, the GAO issued a re­ 
port four years ago entitled “In­ 
complete Installation of the Manage­ 
ment Accounting System for Procure­ 
ment of Equipment and Missiles.” 


IN SPITE OF seven years of devel­ 
opment and the expenditure of $18.5 
million in 1972. the system was not yet 
fully implemented. 
The Army’s gross negligence contin­ 
ued under three different Secretaries 
of the Army — Robert F. Froehlke, 
Howard H. (Bo) Callaway and Martin 
Hoffman — all of whom either were

unaware of the enormity of the prob­ 
lem or simply failed to give it the 
kind of attention needed for effective 
corrective action. 


Four different Secretaries of De­ 
fense — from Melvin Laird through 
Donald H. Rumsfeld — had overall re­ 
sponsibility for the Army’s illegal 
over-obligations, even if they were 
unaware of the law violations. 


Despite the warnings in the 1972 
GAO report, the Army appeared to 
have ignored the problem until Sep­ 
tember, 1975, when the GAO called at­ 
tention to a potential over-obligation 
at the U.S. Army Electronic Com­ 
mand, Fort Monmouth, New Jersey, 
of $40.2 million and that such an over­ 
obligation would be a law violation. 


A MONTH LATER, the Army was 
prodded into acknowledging extensive 
financial management problems and 
possible law’ violations in over-obligat­ 
ing at least $150 million. 
Since then, the Army has been en­ 
gaged in a very costly, but essential, 
effort to determine the extent of the 
problem created by prior negligence 
which it had not faced up to until af­ 
ter it had been forced to stop payment 
on about 1,200 contracts involving 
about 900 contractors. 


Now the Army is contrite and full of 
promises on taking corrective action. 
The Army has established several 
committees to identify actions needed 
to improve financial management. 
Those committees, at the time the 
GAO report was filed, identified a 
need for more than 400 corrective ac­ 
tions. 


If there is to be any progress on the 
financial chaos and other problems. 
President-elect Carter himself must 
b e c o m e personally involved 
in 
analysis of the problems and in mak­ 
ing certain that a follow-through by 
his subordinates has the highest prior­ 
ity. 


Will there be a Canada in 1980?

If Canada breaks up, the United 
States will have a sort of Caribbean to 
its north as well as the Caribbean it 
already has to the south. 
If Quebec pulls out, it is unlikely 
that the rest of the Canadian con­ 
federation will hold together; its com­ 
ponent parts will be more susceptible 
than ever to Canada’s internal east- 
west tensions and to the gravitational 
pull from the south. 
True, Canada always has been a 
triumph over geography, but not even 
Canadians could be expected to main­ 
tain a unity stretching 3.000 miles 
from Newfoundland to Vancouver if 
there were a gaping hole in the 
middle of it. 
IF, HOWEVER, is still the key 
word. The separatist Parti Quebecois 
won a sweeping victory in the recent 
Quebec election and will now take 
over the government of the province. 
The p>arty was founded eight years 
ago by Rene Levesque to fight for in­ 
dependence, and it remains com­ 
mitted to that goal. 
But Levesque always has insisted 
that he wants to persuade Quebec into 
independence, not to hustle it; and it 
is not yet persuaded. Recent opinion 
polls have indicated that three out of 
five Quebeckers are against indepen­ 
dence, and in the election a similar 
proportion voted for parties that sup­ 
port continued confederation. 


Levesque’s party has gained ground 
in each election since its formation, 
winning 23 per cent of the votes in 
1970, 31 per cent in 1973 and 41 per 
cent this year. But it owed some part 
of its latest success to the way it 
chose to fight this election mainly by 
attacking the unimpressive record of 
Robert Bourassa’s Liberal govern­ 
ment and to play down the question of 
independence. 
After the election, Levesque re­ 
peated his campaign promise that he 
would stay his hand until he had put 
this question to the Quebeckers in a 
referendum, and that if they then 
voted against independence he would 
accept their decision, reserving only 
the right to put the question again lat­ 
er if they kept him in office. 


HE HAS NO wish to take the plunge 
and until it is clearly the will of the 
majority that he should do so. He said 
the vote would be held about halfway 
through his five-year term. 
Two years is a long time in politics, 
in Canada as elsewhere. By the time 
the promised referendum is held, the 
separatists may hope to benefit from 
the leverage and the credibility con­ 
ferred by a period in office — two 
factors of particular importance for a 
new party that has never governed 
before. 
They may, however, have proved 
just as powerless as the Bourassa 
government to haul Quebec out of its 
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present plight of economic stagnation 
arid heavy unemployment. A province 
run by declared separatists will not 
attract much investment (not even 
from France) and can hardly count 
on the economic benevolence — worth 
well over $1 billion a year — that has 
been bestowed on a Liberal-run Que­ 
bec by a Liberal government in the 
federal capital of Ottawa. 


Still less can it exp>ect benevolence 
from the western provinces which are 
already enraged by Pierre Trudeau’s 
readiness to placate Quebec. 


TO THAT EXTENT, Quebec’s fate 
is still in the hands of the English- 
speaking Canadians. If they keep 
their heads, the election could have a 
salutary effect, bringing it home to 
those who have reacted against the 
Pearson and Trudeau governments’ 
bicultural policies that without a 


wholehearted implementing of those 
policies there is no hope for Canada’s 
unity. 
The present pro-confederation ma­ 
jority in Quebec can be preserved 
only if French Canadians are at last 
convinced that Canada is just as 
much their country as anybody else’s. 
But if English Canada takes Le­ 
vesque’s victory as a sign that the 
Pearson-Trudeau line developed since 
1963 has run into the sand, and re­ 
lapses into its old ways with a kind of 
angry relief, the break-up will surely 
be only a question of time.

Transit workers 
told to end strike 


A judge Friday issued a preliminary injunction ordering 2,600 
Pittsburgh transit workers to end a strike, now in its third day, and 
return to work while negotiations resume in their wage contract 
dispute. Judge Silvestri did not order an i m m e d i a t e re­ 
turn to work. He directed officials of Division 85, Amalgamated 
Transit Union, to call a membership meeting within a 36-hour 
period, beginning at 8 a.m. Chicago time Saturday, and read his 
order to the striking workers. The judge made no mention of 
penalties in the event his order is not complied with. But he in­ 
dicated union leaders would be held in contempt if that happened. 
Union leaders said previously they would go to jail rather than 
order their men back to work. 
‘Princess’ transformers recalled 


American Telephone and Telegraph Co. Friday announced the 
recall of 170.000 transformers used to light the dials of “Princess” 
and “Trimline” telephones because they may overheat and catch 
fire. The transformers are small plastic cases plugged into elec­ 
trical outlets in conjunction with the telephones, ATT said. Those 
involved are mostly in homes where more than one of the tele­ 
phones with the lighted dials is in use. The company said it noti­ 
fied the Consumer Product Safety Commission of the problem this 
week. It said that only seven defective units were found. 
New chemical curbs tooth decay 


Researchers in Boston have reported the successful testing of a 
chemical that breaks down decayed tooth material and flushes it 
away. The chemical GK-101, developed over a five year period at 
the Tufts University School of Dental Medicine, allows dentists to 
prepare decayed teeth for filling without having to use the drill. 
“The advantage of the spray is that it reduces the element of pain 
and also conserves the healthy portion of the tooth,” Dr. Melvin 
Goldman said. Goldman and Dr. Joseph H. Kronman reported in 
the current issue of the Journal of the American Dental Associ­ 
ation 50 patients were treated by the process for 61 cavities. They 
said the process removed the decay completely from 58 cavities 
and partially from the three others. 
Industrial pollution hinted in Gulf 


Large numbers of tiny black magnetic spheres are raining into 
the eastern Gulf of Mexico and they probably come from industri­ 
al pollution, three University of South Florida scientists reported 
Friday. They estimated in a report in the journal. Science, that as 
much as 650.000 tons of these microscopic particles might be fall­ 
ing into the eastern Gulf annually. The researchers said it was 
tempting to identify such shiny, black magnetic spheres as micro- 
meteorites. But they said detailed laboratory analysis tended to 
rule out space or volcanically derived sources. The analyses in­ 
stead, the report said, indicated the source of most of these sphe­ 
rules probably was industrial fly ash. The particles were basically 
magnetite with asociated impurities such as magnesium, calcium 
and aluminum.

Britain's role in Rhodesia OKd 


Black nationalist leaders Friday accepted Britain’s offer to su­ 
pervise the interim government that will guide Rhodesia to black 
majority rule. Bishop Abel Muzorewa, president of the African 
National Council, told the other delegations at the Rhodesia confer­ 
ence in Geneva that Britain must supervise law and order during 
the transitional government leading up to the March I, 1978, date 
for independence set by Britain. Two of the other three black 
leaders at the conference, militants Robert Mugabe and Joshua 
Nkomo of the “Patriotic Front,” joined Muzorewa in requesting 
British presence to “guarantee the transfer of power.” The fourth 
nationalist bloc, the delegation of Ndabaningi Sithole, said it was 
not “really” in favor of British presence but indicated it would not 
strongly oppose it. 
Denies U.S. bias in Nobel selections 
Nobel Foundation director Stig Ramel Friday denied that the all- 
American 1976 Nobel prizes were a deliberate tribute to the United 
States in its Bicentennial year. “I am surprised to hear specula­ 
tions that the Nobel selections were meant to hail the United 
States,” Ramel said. “These are headless speculations since it is 
individual scientists, not nations, who are awarded.” Seven Ameri­ 
cans won this year’s Nobel prizes for physics, medicine, chem­ 
istry, economics and literature. The peace prize, administered by 
the Norwegain Nobel Committee in Oslo, was reserved. 
Britons drinking more: report 


Britons are drinking more. staying home a lot in the winter and 
having fewer babies. It’s all in a new 270-page government report 
called “Social Trends.” Consider: 
• Britons are drinking more beer, wine and spirits than they did 
three years ago.

State unemployment drops 
Jobless 
rate, wholesale prices up 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The econo­ 
my remained sluggish in November 
as the unemployment rate hit a 1976 
high and wholesale prices continued 
to rise, the federal govemmenet repor­ 
ted Friday. 


The nation’s unemployment rate 
rose to 8.1 per cent, topping the 8 per 
cent mark for the first time this year. 


Meanwhile, Illinois’ 
jobless rate 
dropped from 7.4 per cent in October 
to 7.3 per cent. The Chicago metro­ 
politan area unemployment rate in­ 
creased from 7.4 per cent to 7.5 per 
cent. The U.S. Wholesale Price Index 
increased .6 per cent during Novem­ 
ber. 


BUT THE BUSINESS community 
got some good news from President­ 
elect Jimmy Carter, who said he has 
no intention of seeking wage or price 
controls during his four-year term. A 
White House report said the steel 
companies had raised sheet steel 
prices by an average 6 per cent price 
now because they feared Carter would 
seek price controls. 


The nation’s jobless rate represent­ 
ed an increase of .2 per cent during 
October and was just .8 per cent be­ 
low the worst reading of the 1974-75 
recession. 


The Illinois Labor Dept, said the 
only major labor area in the state to 
show a significant increase in unem­ 
ployment was East St. Louis where 
the rate jumped from 8 per cent in 
October to 9.4 per cent in November. 
The increase was blamed on tempora­ 
ry layoffs at a local steel manufac­ 
turing firm. 


The Chicago region increase was 
caused by continued high unemploy­ 
ment in the building trades and sec- 
onday layoffs triggered by the No­ 
vember strike against five big bak­ 
eries, department analysts said. 


The Wholesale Price Index records 
prices paid throughout the economy, 
except those paid by consumers at re­ 
tail stores.

THE .6 PER CENT rise for Novem­ 
ber matched the increase recorded in 
October. The latest index means that 
goods that cost $1,000 in 1967 cost 
wholesale buyers $1,856 last month. 
For the three-month period com­ 
pounded at an annual rate from Au­ 
gust, the department said industrial 
commodities have risen 11.6 per cent 
and nonfood consumer goods 10.5 per 
cent. 
Wholesale prices are those charged 
by primary producers and suppliers 
throughout the economy short of con­ 
sumer purchases from retail stores. 


Prices charged to wholesale buyers 
are incorporated into the cost of pro­ 
duction in making consumer goods. 


The index contains three major cat­ 
egories: raw farm products such as 
eggs and beef, processed foods such 
as cereals and bakery goods, and in­ 
dustrial commodities such as fuel, 
metals and lumber. 


Fuel prices accounted for half of the 
.8 per cent increase in the industrial 
sector. Prices for iron, steel and other 
metals held steady or fell while those 
for building materials rose. 


THESE REPORTS seemed to sup­ 
port the pessimistic view of some of 
Ford’s top economic advisers, who 
now say the economic growth rate 
during the last three months of 1976 
probably will be less than the weak 
3.8 per cent gain registered in the 
July-September quarter. 


Earlier predictions had the growth 
rate increasing as much as 6 per 
cent. 


But Alan Greenspan, chairman of 
Ford’s Council of Economic Advisers, 
said the main problem with the econo­ 
my is that consumers and business­ 
men have shown “ a higher degree of 
caution . . . than I expected four or 
five months ago.” 


After the release of Friday’s re­ 
ports, White House Press Sec. Ron 
Nessen said, “obviously we’re unhap­ 
py with the rise in unemployment.” 
But he said the administration also 
found some “positive elements” in the 
supporting data. 


HE SAID THEY included a “signifi­ 
cant” rise in total employment to a 
“record high number of people work­ 
ing” after two straight months of de­ 
cline; the highest number of aggre­ 
gate man hours worked this year; an 
increase in overtime; and a 1.3 per 
cent increase in average weekly earn­ 
ings. 


Carter made his statement on wage- 
price controls during an interview on 
NBC’s “Today” show. “I have no in­ 
tention at all during the next four 
years of asking for wage and price 
authority, even on a standby basis,” 
he said. 
“So there need be no concern in the 
business community or the labor com­ 
munity that I intend to go toward 
wage and price controls unless there’s 
a national emergency, which I cer­ 
tainly don’t anticipate.” The state­ 
ment was by far Carter’s strongest 
disavowal of controls. In the past, he 
has said he might favor standby au­ 
thority, although he saw no prospect 
of mandatory controls.

NEW YORK (UPI) — Prices regis­ 
tered a broad gain Friday in active 
trading on the New York Stock Ex­ 
change in response to President-elect 
Carter’s pledge not to impose price 
controls when he takes office. 
Carter triggered some late profit 
taking when he said he admired the 
p r i n c i p l e s of the controversial 
Humphrey-Hawkins Bill that would 
require industry to provide certain in­ 
formation for long-range government 
economic planning. 
As a result, the Dow Jones industri­ 
al average, up nearly six points at one 


time, finished with a gain of 3.91 to 
950.55. The blue-chip average lost 2.74 
points Thursday and finished the week 
with a loss of 6.07 points. 


The NYSE common stock index 
gained 0.33 to 55.20 and the average 
price of a common share increased 20 
cents. Standard & Poor’s 500-stock in­ 
dex, which includes some over-the- 
counter shares, added 0.64 to 102.76. 


Advances topped declines, 981 to 
476, among the 1,919 issues crossing 
the tape. The 462 unchanged issues re­ 
flected some uncertainty.

Auto industry sales 
big in November 


Pushed by strong demand for big cars and new rebate-inspired 
interest in small models, the U.S. auto industry reported Friday it 
sold more cars in November than in any month since June. Sales 
by the four U.S automakers totaled 720,772 cars and topped year- 
ago levels by nearly 6 per cent. It was the best November since 
1973. The still-lingering effects of the 28-day Ford Motor Co. strike 
cost that auto company about 40,000 sales and dropped it ll per 
cent below a year ago. General motors was up 16 per cent in 
November over a year ago and Chrysler jumped 9 per cent. De­ 
spite a $253 price cut on its subcompact Gremlin and a $253 cash 
rebate on its Pacer, American Motors still lagged 24 per cent 
below last November. Imports also scored strong gains, particu­ 
larly the Japanese models. Foreign car sales were estimated at 
about 118,000 cars in November, up 31 per cent from last year. 
Toyota, Datsun and Honda, the top-selling Japanese imports, each 
set November sales records. 


UPS, union announce agreement 


Negotiators for the Teamsters Union and United Parcel Service 
Friday announced a tentative contract agreement that could end a 
lengthy strike which has tied up pre-Christmas shipping on the 
East Coast. A Teamsters spokesman indicated some 18,000 striking 
UPS employes will be asked to vote later this week on the agree­ 
ment. But he refused to predict how soon the union members could 
be back at work. UPS employes in 15 East Coast states have been 
on strike since Sept. 16. The walkout halted UPS shipments in those 
states, forcing the U.S. Postal Service and other private carriers to 
pick up the burden of preholiday shipping. Terms of the tentative 
agreement were concluded in an all-night bargaining session. No 
details were announced. The agreement will be presented Monday 
to the union’s full negotiating committee, which will outline the 
terms of the pact Tuesday to the representatives of the 74 local 
unions involved in the strike. 


Group on strike at O’Hare 


A strike by union employes of Butler Aviation entered its second 
day Friday at O’Hare International Airport. The walkout over the 
salary dispute occurred Thursday by members of Local 1487 of the 
International Assn. of Machinists and Aerospace Workers. A com­ 
pany spokesman said 75 full-time workers and 60 part-time em­ 
ployes joined in the walkout, which affected only Butler’s O’Hare 
operation. A union spokesman said the walkout included only 95 
workers. Union spokesman Earl Rompf said negotiators failed to 
reach a new contract before the old pact expired at 12:01 a.m. 
Wednesday, and members voted Wednesday night to go on strike. 


Dec. 17 set for Caterpillar pact 


The United Auto Workers union has set noon Dec. 17 as a target 
for completion of negotiations on a new contract with Caterpillar, 
Inc., union officials said Friday. The UAW’s Pat Greathouse, vice 
president for the farm implement industry, advised Caterpillar 
negotiators of the union timetable Thursday. He said if no agree­ 
ment is reached by the noon Dec. 17 deadline, the union will 
terminate the extension of the present contract Jan. 2, permitting 
strike action Jan. 3. Greathouse said the union expected to sched­ 
ule membership meetings Dec. 18 and 19 either to approve a new 
contract or discuss differences between the two sides. 


UAW may rejoin AFL-CIO 


United Auto Workers President Leonard Woodcock and AFL-CIO 
chief George Meany met for nearly two hours Friday, discussing 
the UAW’s likely steps toward rejoining the giant labor federation. 
The meeting apparently was designed to smooth over UAW Secre- 
tary-Treasurer Emil Mazey’s opposition to rejoining the AFL-CIO. 
But Mazey, who accompanied Woodcock, was now swayed. “No, 
I’m not,” Mazey told reporters after the meeting. “We left the 
AFL-CIO for specific reasons and unless and until these conditions 
are corrected, I would not be in favor of it.” Woodcock, who was 
known to favor reaffiliation, was more reluctant to comment. “We 
came to no conclusion,” he said. “If we can assume that we are 
going to reaffiliate, we’re one day closer.”

After suc­ 
cessful high school coaching seasons 
in Michigan and Ohio, he joined 
Schembechler at Miami of Ohio in 
1967 and moved with him to Michigan 
in 1969. Their joint record at Michigan 
is 76-10-3 over eight years. 
Moeller is married to the former 
Ann Morrison of Lima. They have 
four children. 
Bob Blackman’s contract was not 
renewed after the mini finished with 
a 5-6 record. Blackman had been mini 
coach for six years and had led the 
team to a winning record in only one 
of those years. 
COLEMAN SAID Moeller’s appoint­ 
ment was “effective immediately” al­ 
though it must be confirmed by the 
university’s board of trustees at a 
Dec. 15 meeting. 
Moeller, a husky six-footer, gave 
ample indication that the Illinois de­ 
fense will draw much of his interest.

PITTSBURGH — A somber-faced Johnny Majors announced Fri­ 
day that he had decided with “mixed emotions” to leave his job as 
head coach of top-ranked Pittsburgh to return to his alma mater, 
the University of Tennessee, as assistant athletic director and 
head football coach. 
Majors, an All-American on the Vols’ 2nd-ranked 1956 team, said 
he would sign a six-year contract with Tennessee Jan. 2, the day 
after the Panthers’ Sugar Bowl clash with Georgia, and begin 
work the same day. 
Tennessee Athletic Director Bob Woodruff said Majors, who re­ 
places resigning coach Bill Battle, would be paid $50,000 per year. 
Majors came directly to his news conference in Pitt Stadium 
from a hastily called meeting with his players. He was obviously 
shaken by the session. 
“I take this job with mixed emotions,” Majors said. 
“Both of them have more plusses than minuses.” 
“Finances were not of concern; I’ve been treated very fairly 
here,” he said. “They gave me a great opportunity to stay here. 
They left no stone unturned.” 
Majors said that Wednesday night, when he made his final deci­ 
sion after talking with his parents, wife, children and other family 
members, he finally decided that he wanted to go home again.

N O R T H E R N Illinois receives 
enough of the white powder to merit 
more attention for the snowmobile 
fraternity which numbers w'ell over 
50.000 registered owners and nearly 
IOO organized clubs. 


But the belt-driven machines have 
left a trail of controversy in their path 
that may account for the lack of suf­ 
ficient facilities or at least the ab­ 
sence of initiative to fund further de­ 
velopment of trails. 


Environmentalists have determined 
that snowmobiles aren’t exactly a 
wintertime canoe that passes through 
a stream or river without leaving a 
trace of existence. 


Snowmobiles are gasoline-powdered 
and aside from requiring about four 
inches of snow' to operate effectively, 
generally must have a 10-foot wide 
“ road.” 


PERH A PS THE popularity of snow­ 
mobiles was too dramatic. Fifteen 
years ago, there were less than 500 
machines in the entire country. Ten 
years ago, the number was still only 
25,000. 


Today, there are close to 2 million 
nationwide. And the demand is still 


exceeding the supply from manufac­ 
turers who have blossomed overnight. 


The snowmobile attraction, in a 
sense, is a unique form of liberation 
during an otherwise stagnant, hiber­ 
nation period. 


Ifs shifting weight in harmony with 
an irregular landscape while the 
snowmobile whisks through the frozen 
silence of winter at speeds of 30 miles 
per hour. The experience cannot be 
duplicated. 


UNFORTUNATELY, 
the 
snow­ 
mobile’s performance is much more 
predictable than that of its driver. 


Like the “ slob hunter” who is giv­ 
ing that sport a black eye, irrespon­ 
sible actions by snowmobilers have in­ 
vited the heavy hand of the law and 
an outcry from conservation groups. 


The stories that reach the public’s 
attention are usually strong in opposi­ 
tion to the snowmobilers plight. 


Snowmobilers are decapitated by 
barb-wire fences, they harass ex­ 
hausted wildlife and they drown by at­ 
tempting to negotiate open water. 


TH EY HIT CARS and trains, kiss 
trees and abutments, tear down farm­ 
er’s fences and vandalize summer 
homes. 


But as is the case in hunting, the 
few snowmobilers who are abusing 


the sport are creating headaches for 
the vast majority. 


Illinois has just nine state areas 
where public snowmobiling is per­ 
mitted and only one — Hennepin Can­ 
al Parkway — that is groomed and 
marked well enough to merit a place 
among the top trails in the Midwest. 


The money is available. The state 
has a special snowmobile fund that is 
derived from a $6 registration fee 
paid by snowmobile owners every two 
years. The balance in the fund as of 
Sept. I was $256,700. 


A SPOKESM AN for the 
Illinois 
Dept, of Conservation explained, “ It’s 
not enough to purchase additional 
land, but too much to have sitting 
around.” 


The state took in $117,400 last year 
alone and spent $35,000 in law enforce­ 
ment, 
maintenance, 
administrative 
costs and printing stickers and liter­ 
ature. 


Only one grant request was made — 
that a $12,600 application by the Kane 
County Forest Preserve District. 


In a specially-prepared list of ac­ 
complishments issued by the Illinois 
Dept, of Conservation that encom­ 
passed last year, snowmobiling devel­ 
opment was nowhere to be found.

Mortgage group slates 


changes in action system 


Early in 1977, the Federal National 
Mortgage Assoc, will implement ma­ 
jor changes in its free market system 
auction, 
through which FNMA-ap­ 
proved lenders throughout the country 
bid to sell home mortgages to the cor­ 
poration, FNMA Chairman and Presi­ 
dent Oakley Hunter said. 


The FMS revisions will apply both 
to the auction for government-backed 
mortgages and to conventionally fi­ 
nanced mortgages. 


Hunter said the changes keep the 
concept of setting a maximum bid 
amount while at the same time recog­ 
nizing that some approved mortgage 
sellers may need more FNMA com­ 
mitment funds than current restric­ 
tions allow. The aim of the modi­ 
fications. he said, is to make the auc­ 
tion system as equitable as possible 
both to large and small companies 
who use the corporation's secondary 
market facilities. 


A basic component of the changes, 
which will be implemented in con­ 
junction with reused FNMA selling 
and servicing contracts with its len­ 
ders. is a new definition of “seller” 
for the purposes of bidding in the 


FMS auction. Under the new system a 
“seller” will be defined either as: 
• A single operating entity, ap­ 
proved as a FNMA Seller, which is in - 
no way affiliated with another FNMA 
Seller. 
• A group of operating entities, 
each of which are approved FNMA 
Sellers in their own right, which are 
directly or indirectly affiliated. 
Entities which were formed primar­ 
ily for purposes of obtaining addition­ 
al bidding rights under the former 
free market system will not be reap­ 
proved. It is anticipated, however, the 
new bidding structure will lessen the 
need for such entities. 
Under the current free market sys­ 
tem, FNMA conducts separate auc­ 
tions for FNMA commitments to pur­ 
chase government-backed and con­ 
ventional home mortgages. Whereas 
the current FNMA auction system 
permits each seller to make only one 
competitive bid per auction up to a 
maximum of $3 million, the new 
procedure will allow a seller to make 
up to five competitive bids in each 
auction, each of which could be for an 
amount up to the current maximum 


$3 million and for different yields.

Both redwood 
grades should be specified kiln dried for outstanding stability and 
rigidity, even after hears of exposure to heat and humidity ex­ 
tremes. 
Different redwood board patterns, textures, and woodgrains of­ 
fer many design possibilities. Boards with a tongue and groove or 
shiplap pattern fit together to create v-grooves or accent lines. 
Tongue and groove boards can also fit together flush so they 
show no lines, while boards with sharply grooved channel rustic 
patterns create strong v-groove accents.

Give convenient way of life 
Popularity of townhomes rising 


Many people who have the option of 
buying single-family detached homes 
are buying townhouses instead be­ 
cause of the convenient way of life 
they provide. 
“We have people living here who 
could afford homes selling for $70,000 
and more, but prefer the townhouse 
because it makes for easier living.” 
said ppfp Fleming. sales manager at 
New Century Town in suburban Ver­ 
non Hills. 
He noted that townhouses have had 
a long history, going back in this 
country at least to the row houses of 
colonial Baltimore that are regarded 
as landmarks. In London, a town­ 
house in the city has long been consid­ 
ered among the highest symbols of so­ 
cial rank, and is regarded as valuable 
real estate. 
EVEN TODAY, although it’s true 
there are some very inexpensive 


townhouses, there are some very ex­ 
pensive ones in the Chicago area, 
ranging up to $175,000 in the city it­ 
self. At New Century Town, town­ 
houses in the Republic Square neigh­ 
borhood range from $45,250 to $55,100. 
“We have all kinds of people buying 
townhouses — young singles, mar­ 
rieds. families, and older couples,” 
Fleming said. “Some of these people 
may buy a townhouse so they can 
build an equity for a single-family 
home. Others regard a townhouse as 
a permanent style of housing, suitable 
for any and all stages of family life.” 
For example, at Republic Square, a 
neighborhood of 90 townhouses in New 
Century Town, the age range of buy­ 
ers stretches from 20 to over 50, with 
about one-third in the 26-to 35 cate­ 
gory.

‘TD SAY A third of the buyers here 
have children, averaging out to one 
child per home. Their ages range 
from under 2 years old to 18 and over, 
although the largest group is from 3 
to 14,” Fleming said. 
As for incomes, these range mostly 
from $13,000 to $24,000 for individuals, 
he reported. Slightly less than a third 
of Republic Square homes are owned 
by husbands and wives with combined 
incomes. 
Occupations cover a broad spect­ 
rum. Among the men, there are man­ 
agers, engineers, a doctor, military 
personnel, a truck driver, an insur­ 
ance underwriter, and a pastor. The 
occupations represented by women in­ 
clude teachers, nurses, sales person­ 
nel, a computer operator, bus driver, 
editors, and homemakers, who ac­ 
count for half the women living in Re­ 
public Square. 
Interestingly enough, there’s a half- 
and-half split between previous ren­ 
ters and previous owners, indicating 
that townhouses have much to offer to 
people of either background, Fleming 
said. 
; “IF YOU’VE formerly lived in an 
apartment, then you’re apt to be fa­ 
vorably impressed with the spacious­ 
ness a townhouse offers,” he noted. 
“And if you’re coming from a single­ 
family house, then you may be pleas­ 
antly surprised at the similarity be­ 
tween a single-family house and a 
townhouse.”

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Fowl decoys true samples of American folk art 


At this time of year, nearly every morning I am 
awakened by a far-off sounding chorus of honks and 
quacks that signifies the presence of ducks and 
geese in the wildlife areas which abound in southern 
Illinois, as the birds forage in the cornfields for left­ 
over grain. 


It always seems a bit callous to lure the game with 
baits of corn and with decoys, in order to bring them 
close enough to kill, but that’s the way of the sport 
called hunting. Personally I only like birds one way 
— on the wing — and when I see a hunter return 
empty-handed, I confess to a feeling of relief. My 
husband accuses me of a lack of compassion for the 
chicken. 


But these are my personal and not very popular 
sentiments. Bird hunting as sport and for food has 
been known since early Egyptian days, and using 
decoys is a centuries-old practice. Decoys have been 
very popular in the United States for the past hun­ 
dred years or so, when a burgeoning populace in 
need of a greater and inexpensive source of meat 
took to game hunting, assuming an endless bounty of 
birds. Now, of course, the number taken is controlled 
by law. 


FOR MANY years decoys were handmade, but 
mass production was then used to meet the demand

and decoys were roughed out by lathes. Still, most 
work of finishing, sanding and painting was done by 
hand. So these are truly examples of 19th and early 
20th Century American folk art, eagerly sought by 
collectors. 


Mason’s Decoy Factory and the J.N. Dodge Co. 
were both located in Detroit, and the Stevens Decoy 
Factory in Weedsport, N.Y. These three are consid­ 
ered the most important decoy makers and met an 
almost unbelievable demand for many years. Profes­ 
sional market hunters preferred the hand-carved de­ 
coy, but the need for the more inexpensive factory 
model continued until 1918 when Congress passed the 
Migratory Bird Treaty Act. Factory decoys were 
graded by design, size and quality. One could pur­ 
chase solid decoys or hollow, with glass or tack eyes, 
and they could be bought for from $2.50 to $12 a 
dozen. Many patents were issued for “gadget” mod­ 
els such as the metal on a wooden base or a folding 
tin shore bird decoy. 


The “confidence*’ decoy was usually a gull, which 
is known to be a wary bird, and its presence was 
thought to ease the minds of the ducks and geese. 
The “tip up” is actually half a decoy, the tail section 
mounted on a stick, to give the appearance of a bird 
feeding. Silhouette decoys are tin or fiber board flat 


models, stuck in the mud on the shores of ponds. 
THE HAND-CARVED decoy, quite rare and ex­ 
pensive now, was meant not as an artistic expression 
but for utility. These decoys were realistic with no 
thought to being decorative, and there was little uni­ 
formity, since each carver had his own idea of a 
duck’s appearance. Being able to identify the carver 
and the region adds to the value (sometimes hun­ 
dreds of dollars). 


There are several things to watch for if you are 
considering buying a decoy. They were usually made 
in two sections, head and body. Often the head has 
been broken and a different or newer one put on. 
Watch the weathering and type of paint to see they 
are the same. Check for new glue or nail holes and 
be suspicious of repainted decoys. It is better to have 
an old worn one with original paint than one which 
has been gussied up. 
Get to know decoys by studying, visiting museums 
and talking to advanced collectors. An excellent re­ 
source book is “The Art of the Decoy: American 
Bird Carvings” by Adele Earnest, which is in our 
library and probably yours.

Basic training over 
for women soldiers

They are not complaining so much now that ifs all over, and 
most of them even say it was fun. 
That’s before they start remembering those long, cold, marches 
at 5 a.m., and the aching feet. It’s before they start remembering 
how hard it was to climb the obstacle course or the shouting drill 
sergeants breathing down their necks. 
The Army’s experiment in giving women the same basic train­ 
ing as men is over. The compiling of data to determine its success 
has begun. Initial observations indicate the Army may be in for 
some surprises. 
The test, called Basic Initial Entry Training, or BIET for short, 
pitted about 800 female recruits against the same number of men 
o undergo the same basic training. 


DURING THE seven-week course, the women threw hand gren­ 
ades, underwent long field marches, did the “men’s pushups” in- 
instead of the women’s simpler version. They learned hand-to-hand 
combat. They underwent live fire. They went cm maneuvers. 
It was a first for the Army — an experiment to see if women

Blood sugar tests 
can be misleading 


Can a person be a diabetic with a normal fasting blood sugar 
level? I have several well-meaning friends who tell me the glucose 
tolerance test doesn’t mean anything. 
After a two-hour glucose tolerance test my blood sugar always 
goes high and spills sugar in the urine. My fasting blood sugar is 
always near normal. 
My last two glucose tolerance tests were 109 fasting and 230 
after a two-hour glucose tolerance test and three months 
later, 110 and 218. How high does it have to go before medication is 
needed? My weight is a normal 115 pounds. 


I hope your well-meaning friends are better friends than they 
are doctors. Mai\v diabetics have normal fasting blood sugar lev­ 
els. In these patients the challenge with glucose results in an 
bnormally high and sustained level of blood sugar. If you mean 
your high levels were present at the two-hour interval after taking 
glucose, you definitely in the diabetic group. 
Terminology changes and one can never be sure even what 
another doctor means, it has changed so often. But in a person 
with an abnormal diabetic type response to a glucose tolerance 
test, the term chemical diabetes is sometimes used. Such individ­ 
uals may be entirely asymptomatic. 
Glucose tolerance tests can be misleading unless the patient is 
properly prepared. If he avoids sweets and carbohydrates before 
the examination, he may have a diabetic type (starvation diabe­ 
tes) response that could lead to an incorrect diagnosis. 
How high does one’s blood sugar have to be before beginning 
treatment? Opinions differ, but in an .adult with no symptoms or 
evidence of damage most doctors prefer not to use insulin or 
medicines if the levels can be reasonably controlled by diet. 
Weight reduction helps in obese patients. 


WHEN O BESITY is not a factor, as may be true in your case, it 
is still wise to change the diet so that you do not get any concen­ 
trated carbohydrates, specifically sugar, sweets, honey, jellies, 
jams, candies and sweets that cause the blood sugar to rise sharp­ 
ly. You should use vegetables, fruits and cereals though. The 
meals should be equally divided to avoid an overload on your 
insulin production system. 
Then if you are spilling less than 20 grams of sugar in your urine 
for a 24-hour period, you are probably still doing all right. Most 
doctors do not like your blood sugar to be too high as that leads to 
complications, including vascular changes in the eye that could 
lead to blindness. 
In normal kidneys glucose starts spilling into the urine when the 
blood level is around 170. If the rise above these levels is of short 
duration, you don’t lose much glucose. Even normal people may 
have sugar in the urine after taking in an extra large amount of 
sweets. 
Since your fasting blood sugar is normal, it is probable that your 
blood sugar level is within near normal levels before each meal. 
That is usually satisfactory. 
Since you are not taking medicines, you might get some real 
benefit out of exercise which also lowers the blood sugar. Individ­ 
uals taking medicine, though, should be aware that exercises may 
decrease their requirements for the daily amount of medicine.

Four ways to remove 
film from glassware 


Dear Dorothy: Please tell me how to remove the film on my 
glasses and other glassware. It must be the result of an old dish­ 
washer I used the past four years. The way they look I can’t serve 
a drink from them. I’ve tried baking soda, scouring powder and 
even steel wool pads with no luck. — Roos van Leewen 
Although the country’s largest glass manufacturer says that 
when this “ weathering” occurs nothing much can be done about it, 
any number of determined people keep on experimenting. If any of 
the suggested methods work for you, the best advice is not to go 
back to dishwashing these particular glasses. Many people with 
valuable old glasses wash them by hand with a good dishwashing 
liquid and use the dishwasher for their standard, everyday 
glasses. So saying, here are four methods people say have worked 
for them: (I) Let the glass stand in an enzyme pre-soak solution 
for 48 hours; (2) same thing with a solution of water and house­ 
hold ammonia; (3) use a detergent solution with vinegar and tom 
bits of newspaper and let stand for IO minutes; (4) use a vinegar 
solution with rice, shake it up and then wash by hand.

Dear Dorothy: A friend wrote me that she heard you can freeze 
eggs by wrapping them individually and freezing them right in the 
shell. Have you heard of this method? — Sharon Garber

can do the same things as men. The 
women recruits were not told they 
would be participating in the experi­ 
ment until after they were in the 
Army. 


Most of the women, who said they 
prefer to be called soldi cts. agreed 
the cold, the food, the lack of privacy 
and the lack of m irrors were the 
worst problems. 
“ We went around for seven weeks 
not knowing how we looked.” said 
Dorothy Smith of Helen. Ark. 


Patricia Faulcon of Oxford, N C., 
who said she was “ a little crazier now 
than when I got in.*' said the women 
needed improved bathroom facilities 
and barracks. 


‘T L L DO John's pushups but I 
W'on't sleep in his bed,” she said. 
“ Sleeping in John's barracks aint no 
fun.” 
The women were trained under 
male 
and 
female drill sergeants. 
Some recruits said they hated the fe­ 
male instructors and liked the men. 
Others said the women were harder 
on them. but they had more respect 
for their female sergeants. 


“ It seemed like the females were 
harder on us because they were try­ 
ing to prove we could do it,*’ said 
Cheri Kesseler of Palm Springs, Calif. 


“ The men drill sergeants never had 
anything but mean things to say to 
us." said another woman. “ All they 
did was tell us they can't wait until 
we’re gone so they would get the Joes 
back.” 


ONE INSTRUCTOR, watching the 
women clambering over an enormous 
ladder-like obstacle which was sev­ 
eral inches too tall for the women to 
reach, smiled as one women heaved 
herself over the railing. 


“ Somebody forgot to tell her she 
couldn't do it." he said. 
“ I think we were shown clearly that 
the Army has been underestimating 
and 
underchallenging its women,” 
said one official. ‘'The women can ob­ 
viously do a lot more than people 
thought” 


Col. Mary Grimes, special assistant 
to the test director, ran the program 
at the fort. She said it is too early to 
d e t e r m i n e howT the experiment 
worked. But she thinks the women did 
well.

Swallows work 
hard on nest 


Andv sends the Encyclopaedia Brit­ 
annica s 1976 Yearbook of Science and 
the Future to Shawn Levering, IO, of 
Til nee Rivers. Calif., for her question; 
HOW DO SWALLOWS BUILD THEIR 
NESTS? 
Swallows are 
noisy, 
frolicksome 
birds who take to the air like ducks 
take to the water. In fact they are ill 
at ease on the ground, moving quite 
clumsily on their weak legs. They 
alight only to gather materials for 
their nests. Many species of swallows 
build their nests out of mud and other 
materials. Some, however, dig holes 
in sandbanks, 
particularly on 
the 
banks of rivers. Others lay their eggs 
in natural hollows of rocks of trees. 
One of our North American song­ 
birds. the barn swallow, mixes straw 
with mud to build its nest. Both moth­ 
er and father work together, filling 
their beaks with mud from the edges 
of streams, ponds and puddles. They 
carr}’ their cargo to a bara, bridge, 
church or other building where they 
use their bills to place it on a beam or 
ledge. 
To construct one tiny cup-shaped 
nest requires hundreds of trips. But 
the completed home is softly lined 
with feathers and hair, a lovely place 
to raise a family. 
The barn swallows nest is rein­ 
forced with straw, and since it is usu­ 
ally plastered to a rafter or beam un­ 
der some cover, it rarely falls. The 
smaller red-rum ped swallow of south­ 
ern Europe, Africa and Asia, how­ 
ever. nests in rocks and sand or mud 
banks. The nest, shaped like a ball, is 
entered through a long tube or exten­ 
sion instead of from a hole on top. 
The tiny 5-inch-long bank swallow 
nests with large colonies of its kind. 
Holes the size of tennis balls, one 
practically on top of the other, are 
dug in vertical sand or clay banks. 
Amazingly, the delicate bird scrapes 
out a tunnel about 2 feet deep in the 
hard material. At the end of the 
slightly upturned passage is a cham­ 
ber to hold the eggs.

If the 1960 election eliminated anti­ 
catholic bigotry as a factor in nation­ 
al politics, the 1976 election may well 
go down as one that eliminated anti- 
Baptist prejudice. 
“ Thqre is no evidence.” says Albert 
J. Menendez, “ to substantiate earlier 
fears that abortion, parochiaid, and 
anti-Baptist prejudice might influence 
Catholic voting behavior.” 
Menendez is director of research for 
Americans United for Separation of 
Church and State and he has taken a 
long look at the election returns, in­ 
cluding analysis of key precincts, to 
see how voters’ religious beliefs might 
have affected the outcome. 


M ENENDEZ SAID while “ explicitly 
religious coting” is not a frequent oc­ 
currence in the United States, the fa­ 
vorable response of many Protestant 
— usually Republican — voters to 
Democrat Jimm y Carter was a major 
factor in the southern Baptist’s victo­ 
ry- 
Menendez said Carter won about 46 
per cent of the white Protestant vote, 
an increase of 7 per cent over that 
which Democrats have garnered in the 
last six presidential elections. 
“ In the broad Evangelical con­ 
stituency, Carter won at least 40 per 
cent of the total vote, or 6.4 million of 
the 16 million Evangelical votes,” 
Menendez said. 
“ Carter’s ability to draw Evangels

cal voters, coupled with a comfortable 
majority 
among 
Catholics, 
Jews, 
moderate Protestants and the reli­ 
giously nonaffiliated, gave him a 2 
million vote majority,” he said. “ His 
94 Der cent landslide among black vot­ 
ers was also a major factor.” 
IT WAS THE Catholic vote, particu­ 
larly highlighted by the involvement 
of the nation’s Roman Catholic bish­ 
ops in the abortion controversy, which 
was watched with particular care. 
“ Catholics were the soft underbelly 
of the Carter-Mondale strategy for re­ 
constructing the Roosevelt coalition,” 
Menendez said. And white Carter ran 
some 5 or 6 per cent behind the nor­ 
mal Democratic pull of Catholic vot­ 
ers, he still won about 55 per cent of 
the Catholic vote. 
“ If the national surveys are correct 
in showing only 55 per cent for Car­ 
ter, it is very likely that suburban 
Catholics gave a majority for Ford,” 
he said.

A corporate president on TV, 


Ryan is a rancher at heart

Mitchell Ryan, corporate president Don 
Walling in the new “Executive Suite" series, 
is as far removed from the pressures of high 
finance as an actor can get. 
Ryan and his wife, Linda, live on a five-acre 
horse ranch in the wilds of the Santa Monica 
mountains some 40 miles from Hollywood. 
The rural, sparsely settled area is dotted 
with oak trees — some of which are 200 years 
old — chaparral and natural springs. It is 
rustic and unspoiled by fences and other in­ 
roads of civilization. 
Ryan’s pre-World War II house is decorated 
with a mixture of elegant antiques and com­ 
fortable modern furniture. His study is adorn­ 
ed with a 150-year-old German desk and a 
handsome old sideboard. 
He is an amateur oil painter and has hung 
some of his better landscapes and abstracts 
around the house. Linda sketches in charcoal 
and ink. Some of her works, too, are-on 
display. 
But it is the great outdoors which fascinates 
the Ryans. They have seven saddle horses, 
which Linda rides in shows. She also teaches 
riding and jumping on the property, which in­ 


cludes a small training ring. 
They muck out the stables, groom the 
horses, repair fences and even grow some of 
their own vegetables. 
In addition to the horses, the Ryans’ have 
six mongrel dogs and a dozen cats. Most of the 
pets were dropped off by motorists, leaving 
the animals in the nearby wilderness to fend 
for themselves. 
On Saturdays, Mitch and Linda frequently 
ride their horses 16 miles round trip to Malibu 
over deserted trails through some of Southern 
California’s most scenic country. 
During the week, Ryan leaves home at 6 
o’clock every morning for the 45-minute drive 
to MGM studios where the CBS-TV series is 
filmed. He usually has a cup of coffee during 
makeup sessions. After the noon lunch break 
it is a long time before dinner. 
He seldom returns home bef(H*e 7 p.m. Linda 
waits dinner for him but generally feeds 
young Tim, her 9-year-old son by a previous 
marriage, earlier. 
The Ryans think their life style provides a 
perfect Tom Sawyer existence for the young­ 
ster who spends most of his time barefoot and 
out of doors. He is easily the best horseman 
in Ut! family. 


Because “Executive Suite’’ has such a 
large cast, Ryan usually has one or two days 
off during the middle of the week. On those 
days he helps Linda with her equitation and 
jumping classes. 
“Doing all the chores around the place is 
great therapy for me,” says Ryan. “When 
you’re doing that kind of work there isn’t 
much time for nervous pressure. 
“I don’t want to make a lot of money. And 
I don’t have any desire to get into a great big 
career. I like to live simply and enjoy my life.” 
The contrast between his role in the series 
and his off-screen life is enormous. Around 
the ranch he wears denims, cowboy boots and 
open shirts. On the show his wardrobe con­ 
sists of $300 suits and plush surroundings. 
A native of Cincinnati who grew up in Louis­ 
ville, Ky., Ryan is a straight shooter. His 
voice is deeply resonant. He is the sort of man 
who looks you in the eye and says exactly 
what he thinks. 
He is unpretentious and as much at ease on 
the ranch, but obviously more content in the 
country. 
The distance between the Ryan home and 
those of their friends precludes frequent en­ 
tertaining. As he likes to say, “You know

you’ve got a good friend if he comes out this 
far for a visit.” 
Linda, who hails from Arizona, is an excel­ 
lent cook who excels at Mexican dishes. But 
when the Ryans do have a dinner party it 
usually features Mitch at the barbecue, with 
steaks or chops. 
Given an alternative life style, anything 
from a mansion in Bel Air to an island para­ 
dise in the South Seas, Mitchell Ryan would 
stay where he is, doing what he’s doing. 
“There’s no way I would change places 
with the man I play on the show,” says Ryan. 
“He lives in a pressure cooker. I don’t.”

In the frenzied, mad shopping spree that an­ 
nually precedes the holidays, the real back­ 
bone of Christmas — love — is too often un­ 
consciously brushed aside. Who really has 
time? 
That’s not the case at The Lambs Farm in 
Libertyville. There is always time, reassur­ 
ance and kind words. At this time of year the 
holiday spirit is just an extra sugar coating 
sprinkled on the seven shops and businesses 
operated by the mentally retarded. 
It consists of more than the decorations and 
tinsel, though that is plentiful too, as the 
Lambs Bakery turns out homemade dough 
ornaments, the Farmer’s Market its jellies 
and jams and the Silk Screening Shop its 
colorful Christmas cards with short, but mean­ 
ingful messages. 
The love and spirit at Lambs Farm is year 
round. It’s the happiness of people readily ac­ 
cepted working at their own speed, feeling use­ 
ful and needed. You don’t see it. You can’t 
put your finger on any one thing. But it’s 
there. And no material gift in the world, no 
matter what the price, can duplicate that 
warmth. 
‘The secret to all of it is love,” said Bob 
Terese. He and Corinne Owen co-founded 
Lambs Farm more than fifteen years ago to 
employ mentally handicapped adults. 
They watched their concept grow from a pet 
shop ch i State Street to a 4^-acre petting farm, 
shops and buffet-styled restaurant located im­ 
mediately off the Rte. 176 exit of the Tri­ 
state Tollway. 
There are currently 76 mentally retarded 
young adults participating in The Lambs work 
program. Thirty-four live on the premises in a 


new dormitory that looks more like a contin­ 
uous row of houses. The dormitory was de­ 
dicated last spring by Mrs. Gerald Ford. Al­ 
ready there is a waiting list for the second. 
“That building is a happy home,” said 
Terese who urges Chicago area residents to 
visit Lambs Farm year round. Those who do 
— come back often. 
“I thought I would be depressed coming out 
here,” said one woman who, ashamed of her 
fears, came anyway grateful she had. The day, 
she concluded, had been a happy one, an up­ 
lifting experience. 
“There are still misconceptions. We have to 
educate the people that mentally handicap­ 
ped and mentally ill are not the same. The 
mentally retarded are loving and kind. They 
just can’t work as fast as you and I, but 


here we make allowances for that. It’s what 
the world is all about — concern for others,” 
said Mrs. Owen. 
Work goes on as usual in the pet shop which 
sells puppies, canaries, parrots, hamsters and 
gerbils and in the bakery that daily turns out 
cheese bread, fruit pastries and huge melt-in- 
your-mouth butter cookies. 
At the Farmer’s Market, Steve will be most 
disappointed if you don’t take time out to 
sample his homemade preserves. 
It is ironic that the people who are most 
afraid of seeing the retarded, often fail to 
notice them at all. They are hard at work. 
Yet, unlike other commercial businesses, the 
employes always have time for a smile, a 
friendly greeting. They’re happy and they like 
to show it. 


Those going home to visit with their fam­ 
ilies for Thanksgiving were told they didn’t 
have to come back on Friday. But most of 
them did anyhow. They had a job to do. 
Receiving a paycheck is only a minor re­ 
ward. Many forget to even cash it. 
“Everyone is a success in what he or she 
can do. There is a need; we combine that 
need with usefulness and self respect. Out of 
it comes love and that’s still the greatest 
motivating force — not money,” said Terese. 
“We take the exception and make it the 
rule,” added Mrs. Owen. 
Concern and patience are the key ingredi­ 
ents. They are the biggest assets of Mrs. 
Owen and Terese. Perseverance is another. 
Mrs. Owen, who has three children of her 
own, was a music teacher who began volun­ 
teering part time at a school for the mentally 
retarded. Terese, a former physical education 
instructor, began driving a bus for the school, 
in order to earn extra money. Becoming close 
to the children, he began teaching too. 
The two gradually became concerned with 
finding a meaningful outlet for the mentally 
retarded adult, those eighteen years or older 
who were no longer eligible or required to go 
to school. 
And then one day when they were playing 
store with a bookcase filled with grocery 
items, one of the students provided the answer. 
“Wouldn’t it be wonderful if we really did 
have a store,” he said. 
In 1961 the Lambs Pet Shop first opened at 
913 N. State St. It employed more than thirty 
retarded young people in two shifts. Still, not 
everyone could be accommodated who desired 
work. 
A dairy farm went up for sale in Liberty* 
(Continued on page 8)

A backgammon boom 
is sweeping the nation 
as commoners take over 
an upper class favorite

The Roman Emperor Claudius enjoyed 
playing backgammon in his chariot when he 
wasn’t busy building an empire. 
Thomas Jefferson found backgammon a 
stimulating diversion from writing the 
Declaration of Independence. 
It seems that players have their own, 
unique reasons for becoming addicted to the 
board game, whose roots can be traced back 
to the earliest of civilizations. 


The 
Egyptians played 
a 
form 
of 
backgammon just as the Greeks did after 
them, and although the origin of the game is 
unknown, it seems to be as old as man’s 
desire for challenge and his love of wagering. 
A game that blends skill with strategy and 
chance, backgammon almost exclusively has 
been a favorite of the upper class and was 
reserved only for royalty in some parts of the 
world centuries ago. 
But, today, anyone and everyone is putting 
their fifteen silk-smooth discs on the board 
and moving them along the twenty-four 
alternately colored points to victory. 
The modern-day backgammon boom, 
which knows no social bounds, is largely 
accredited to Prince Alexis Obolensky, a 
backgammon whiz who belongs to one of 
twelve ruling Russian families who fled their 
homeland during the revolution. 
The Prince, or “Oby” as backgammon 
enthusiasts 
call 
him, 
sponsored 
a 
backgammon tournament in 1964 as a 
promotional stunt for a Bahaman hotel. The 
event sparked a renewed interest in the game 
and lead to the birth of the World 
Backgammon League which now boasts 
millions of members and at least fifty charter 
clubs in the United States. 


In restaurants and hotel banquet rooms all 
over Chicagoland every night of the week, it’s 
possible to find entire families, swinging 
singles, the casual blue jean set and the more 
elegantly 
clad 
pondering 
over 
the 
backgammon board.' 


Most players say they are attracted to the 
game because (rf the challenge involved and 
the social opportunities that go hand-in-hand 
with regular tournament play. 


The board is a battlefield where two

opponents endeavor to block each other and 
advance their own men until they have all 
been cleared from play. 
The object of the game sounds easy enough, 
but the unpredictable roll of the dice can 
muddle the game of even the most 
accomplished backgammon player. 
The element of chance makes it possible for 
the novice to beat a champion, and it has 
happened, but, the more experienced and 
skilled player will ultimately win out, most 
players say. 
As if the basic game wasn’t enough to 
handle, Americans invented the “doubling 
cube” during the turn of the century which 
sallows either player at any time to raise the 
stakes up to 64 times the original bet. 
While there are plenty of jet-setters who 
play for five-digit stakes, most players pass- 
off significant betting and support the game 
for the fun of it. 


Socializing is a main reason for the growing 
popularity of backgammon. While it takes 
only two to play, backgammon lovers almost 
always gather in crowds because the average 
15 minute game allows for the switching of 
partners and the mingling of personalities. 


“I come out to play the game and meet new 
people. It’s a lot of fun and fast moving,” said 
Linda Simon, a Chicago resident who 
frequents Monday night tournaments at 
Lincoln Park’s Belden Stratford Hotel. 


Anywhere from seventy to two-hundred 
people gather for the evening tournaments 
sponsored by the National Backgammon 
League, one of two main organizations that 
promote the game in the Chicago area. 


The Monday night tournaments attract 
mostly singles in their twenties and thirties 
who sit at long tables with foam-heavy mugs 
of beer or glasses of frothy mixed drinks, 
laughing, talking loudly and sometimes only 
staring in deep concentration over the 
backgammon boards. 
Whether 
expert 
or 
amateur, 
the 
backgammon player is a soldier of fortune, a 
gambler, a social mover, a computer and a 
wizard who moves quickly and with great 
confidence. 
His tactics are the kind that have won wars, 
while his luck is the kind that has turned a 
pauper into a millionaire overnight on Wall 
Street.

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The contestants are cool but eager to begin 
as they square off. Then, one player drops the 
dice into his cup, swishes them around like a 
fine wine, and with an authoritative shake 
sends them tumbling onto the board. 
Wild computation begins even before the 
dice settle in place as the player weighs his 
own position against the roll of the dice and 
the probability (rf his opponent’s next move. 
The skill and good fortune of only one 
player will triumph in the end and, perhaps, 
be rewarded with a little something from his 
opponent’s pocketbook. 
“I’m hooked on the game. Ifs by far the 
most interesting and exciting two-person 
game there is,” said Sargis Serges, of 
Arlington Heights and a member of the 
Backgammon Club of Chicago. 
Serges has become so proficient at the 
game since first learning it two years ago, 
that he placed third in an invitational 
tournament which the club sponsored in 
Chicago this summer. 
Serges 
not 
only 
“loves” 
to 
play 
backgammon, but takes pride in hand- 
making backgammon sets for members of the 
exclusive, Chicago Gold Coast Club. 
An interior designer by trade, Serges 
combines colors and materials for his 
backgammon sets that cannot be found in the 
ready-made game boards that sell in stores 
for as little as $25. But then the price tags on 
Serges sets run $200 and up. 
Where backgammon has given Serges a 
new hobby, it has provided others like Simon 
Naim with a full-time job. 
Naim is a professional backgammon player 
who learned the game as a boy in his native 
Israel. 
He 
plays 
with 
the National 
Backgammon League and uses the {Mize 
money 
from 
regional 
and national 
tournaments he has won to support his 
university studies in Chicago. 
“It’s the greatest feeling in the world to be 
playing in the winner’s circle during a big 
tournament. That’s why ifs so great to play 
backgam m on here in America. In this

country, ifs the challenge that counts and 
everybody loves a winner.” 
Everyone seems to find his own challenge 
in backgammon. 
Steve Blanchard, winner of a recent 
marathon tournament sponsored by the 
National Backgammon League and the 
American Cancer Society, got his kicks by 
setting a new Guinness Book world record 
with 83 hours of continuous play. 
Most of his peers couldn’t figure him out 
since many of the tournament players found 
themselves falling asleep in their seats at the 
backgammon board and in hallways and 
taxicabs while they were on their way home 
from the exhausting event. 
“There’s an awful lot of mental fatigue that 
you go through when you play in those 
tournaments,” said Star Christopher, a

member and instructor for the Backgammon 
Club of Chicago. 
“The game involves a lot of concentration 
and it really gets your adrenalin going. When 
-you finally get up from the board, you feel like 
you’ve been hit by a car if you’ve been playing 
for a white,” said Ms. Christopher, a Des 
Plaines resident. 
There are people like retired Sergeant 
Major Pierre LaRoux who can’t seem to get 
enough of the game. 
LaRoux, the author of several books on 
backgammon, reportedly played 31,576 solo 
games while patroling the upper Yukon 
Territory some years back. 
He explains in one of his books about how 
his hands unconciously moved the pieces 
around the board. 
“My hands took on their own distinct 
personalities. The right hand was reckless, 
blotted audaciously and doubled whimsically. 
The left was statistical, cool and detached.” 
And there are those who won’t play for less 
than $5 a point and sometimes play for as 
much as $50. The highest rolling game on 
record 
took 
place 
in 
Britain 
where 
contestants played for $10,000 a point which 
came to a final pot of $600,000. 
There are players of great extremes, but 
there is room for them all in Chicago’s two 
major backgammon organizations. 
Both the Backgammon Club of Chicago and 
the National Backgammon League require 
dues which entitles their members to weekly 
tournaments, instruction, seminars, chartered 
trips, newsletters and discounts on backgam­ 
mon paraphernalia. 
Each organization gives its players the 
chance to advance gradually to tougher 
divisions of play, based on ability, and to 
accumulate master points from regular 
tournaments. 
Each group also allows its best players to 
battle it out on the boards at an annual 
brouhaha where the winner usually walks 
away with a hefty sum of money that is 
always matched with a donation for charity. 
While the basics of the two organizations 
are similar, the members are not. 


The estimated 350 members of the 
Backgammon Club of Chicago are largely 
Lake Shore Drive jet-setters who meet 
several times each week in the plush 
surroundings of Maxim’s de Paris in the Astor 
Towers Hotel. 
The players snack from a menu specially 
designed for the club in a dimly-lit room done 
in deep colors and trimmed with peacock 
feathers. The evening’s conversation volleys 
from compliments on new outfits and 
comments about posh gatherings of the past 
to intriguing moves on the backgammon 
board. 
Those interested in joining the club must 
complete an application form that asks for 
their employer’s name, their job title and at 
least two references. The candidate must 
receive a vote of approval from the club’s 
board of directors before he’s given the right 
to pay $160 in (lyes the first year and $100 in 
dues each following year. 
“We would like to see the popularity of the 
game grow, but we are also interested in 
keeping our membership limited. It's more 
intimate this way,” said president Valerie 
Valentine who launched the club in 1973 after 
she learned the game from a friend and was 
interested in playing on a regular basis with 
other people. 
Jack Schacht was also interested in getting 
a group of regular backgammon players 
together when he formed the National 
Backgammon League in 1974. The original 
club chapter was in his east Rogers Park 
neighborhood and about 15 others have since 
been established in the Chicago area 
including one in New Town and another in 
Skokie. 
The league has about 2,500 members who 
pay $60 dues annually. The organization 
attracts an average of about IOO players to its 
regular evening tournaments which are 
Mondays at the Belden Stratford Hotel, 
Chicago; Tuesdays at the Tower Garden 
Restaurant, Skokie; Wednesdays at the 
Holiday Inn in both Northbrook and 
Oakbrook; Thursdays at the Beef Steak Inn, 
Chicago and Fridays at the Sheraton North 
Shore Inn, Northbrook and at the Boul-Mich 
Building, Chicago. 
“Backgammon has always been a jet set 
game, but I think we have helped to 
popularize it and break the class barrier. The 
doors are open and now everyone is playing in 
our regular tournaments,” Schacht said. 
“Lunchtime, you see people playing in die

Some basics of backgammon 
I )

All it takes to learn the game of backgam­ 
mon is time, good basic instruction and desire. 
Once you have the fundamentals under your 
belt, ifs easy. 
The necessities of the game are: 
• Two players. 
• A backgammon board, which can usually 
be found on the back of most checkerboards. 
• Thirty men or checkers, half in a different 
color. 
• A pair of dice and two dice cups. 
• A doubling cube, which is an oversized die 
with the numbers 2, 4, 8,16, 32 and 64 marked 
on its faces, used to keep score and jack up the 
stakes. 
The men are set up at the start of the game 
as shown in the diagram. The board of twenty- 
four alternately colored points is divided into 
four quadrants: the upper right being the 
black home, the upper left being black outer 
table, the bottom right being the white home 
and the bottom left being the white outer 
table. 
The middle strip dividing the board into out­ 
er and inner tables is called the “bar,” and the 
points closest to it are called “bar points.” 
In the way the board is set up in the dia­ 
gram, the contestant with the white men will 
move his men in a counter clockwise direction 
from the black home table to his white home 
table. The contestant with the black men will 
move his men in a clockwise direction from the 
white home table to his own black home table. 
Players can move one or more of their men 
from point to point on the numbers they roll 
with each turn at the dice. You may divi^ the 
numbers you roll among two or more of your 
men, although the moves must be handled 
separately. 
If you spin doubles, you can move double the 
total number you have rolled. 
Players defend the points they occupy by 
doubling up their men. You have the chance to 
bounce your opponent’s men off the board 
when you land one of your own men on a point 
where only one of his men is resting. 
If you land on a point occupied by only one of 
your opponent’s men, ifs called a “blot,” and 
your opponent is forced to move that man onto 
the bar. 
A player can only re-enter one of his men 
from the bar into his opponent’s home quad­ 
rant, and only on open points there that are 
not occupied by the other player’s men. So, 
you must roll a number between I and 6 that 
will place your man back on an open point 
in that table. 
Blotting is an important feature of the game, 
because it can turn everything around with 
just one roll of the dice. 
Blotting allows you to keep your opponent 
from moving all of his men into his home 
quadrant and moving them off the board, 
which is the object of the game. But blotting 
could also work against you. The re-entering 
of your opponent’s men into your own home

Players work basically to get their men into 
their own home quadrant and off of the board 
while impeding their opponent’s progress. The 
first one with his players off the board wins. 
If a player is doing well, he-may choose 
at any time to raise the stakes of the game by 
turning up numbers on the face of the doubling 
cube. It allows for the raising of the stakes up 
to 64 times the original bet. If the other player 
doesn’t feel he can accept the new bid, b^ause 
his position (Mi the boarii isn’t that g(xxl, he for­ 
feits the game at the original stakes. 
Knowing whether or not you can afford to 
accept the increased stakes is an important 
part of the game, especially for those who play 
for the big money. 
After the basics, ifs the strategy of the 
moves and the probability of positions on the 
board against the dice and the doubling cube 
that must be mastered. 
The b « t way to become proficient at the 
game and familiar with the moves is to play 
with many different people on a r^ u lar basis. 
Most accom plisht players say backgam­ 
mon is a simple game to learn but a difficult 
game to master.

Ville. It was perfect. Philanthropist W. Cle­ 
ment Stone helped out with the red tape and 
financing. 
“ I like to relate our program to a story 
about a farm er’s son,” said Mrs. Owen. “ A 
hundred years ago maybe he didn't learn to 
read or write, but he could milk a cow and 
help in the fields. It’s the sam e here. We 
eliminate the negative and accentuate the 
positive.” 
Libby, born with cerebral palsy and under 
medication for unexpected, severe convul­ 
sions, could not cope in a short order food 
franchise. But she earns her keep pouring cof­ 
fee and assisting the cooks in the Shepherd 
Inn. She rattles off history dates like a scholar 
and spends her spare time drawing pencil 
sketches and portraits that most people don't 
have the talent to even attempt. 
Though many people in Chicago have yet to 
visit The Lambs Farm , its reputation is na­ 
tional. even worldwide. 
Lambs was recently awarded an education­ 
al grant from the Sachem Fund of New Haven, 
Conn. — $100,000 for three years to teach oth­ 
ers to set up similar programs. 
Eighteen different states and thirty foreign 
countries have sent representatives to The 
Lambs Farm to observe their operation. It is 
in the true sense, a pilot program. 


Though it requires $1,000 a day to run The 
Lambs, ‘‘not a dime of it comes from state 
or federal aid,” said Terese. “ We rely on 
private contributions and the sale of goods 
here.” 
No one is turned away from The Lambs 
though naturally, the severely retarded are 
unable to fit into the work program. The two 
requirements are: being able to get along with 
people and a desire by the young people to 
help themselves. 
Some of the mentally handicapped at Lambs 
have been placed in outside jobs. One resident 
is working in a post office, another at a bakery. 
One is employed part time unpacking china 
for a major department store. 
‘‘If a person can go out and find work, 
that’s great. But I feel there is just as much 
success in making cookies here in our own 
bakery,” said Mrs. Owen. 
The future of The Lambs is made of dreams 
but Terese and Mrs. Owen have both faith 
and a knack for making those dreams come 
true. Another dormitory is desperately needed 
and both would one day like to see a Senior 
Lambs to accommodate the employes as they 
grow older. 
No doubt it will happen. The success of the 
current operation dictates it. And if you’re 
not sure, heed Mrs. Owen’s dare. 
“Just try to walk into the bakery and not 
sm ile.” 
For if that's not year-round Christmas cheer, 
I don’t know what is $ .

Brace yourself — you 
are about to have a 
gastronomic experience

PARIS — It begins innocently enough. You 
enter a quiet little restaurant and are shown 
to a table eleganly draped in white cloth 
illuminated by the soft glow of candle light. 
At the waiter's suggestion you order the 
specialties of the region starting with a light 
white wine and a loaf of fresh bread. 
What follows is likely to be a highlight of 
your trip to France, a meal that will bring 
back 
mouth-watering 
memories 
many 
months later. France is a land full of gas­ 
tronomic delights where dining is a sensual 
experience seducing even the most unsophis­ 
ticated palate. 
Nowhere else in the world is fine cuisine 
so highly regarded. French cooking is truly a 
work of art as dear to the hearts and stom­ 
achs of the Frenchman as the treasures of the 
Louve. Visitors in France should surely take 
time from sightseeing to sample these deli­ 
cacies. Some may be tempted to skip the 
Eiffel Tower altogether to spend their entire 
stay exploring the palaces of culinary plea­ 
sures. 
If France is the land of gastronomy then 
Paris is the culinary capital of the world. 
Visitors will find more than 12.000 restaurants 
to choose from, more than any other city in 
the world, ranging from the famous restau­ 
rants of haute cuisine where you will pay $25 
and up to small, simple bistros where you can 
get a memorable meal for around $3. For a 
quick bite there are brasseries which are a 
mixture of a restaurant and bar often associ­ 
ated with a beer company, cafes where you 
can enjoy a snack or sandwich while enjoying 
the Parisian atmosphere, patisseries which 
often have a few tables and chairs where you 
may be tempted to make a meal of French 
pastries and coffee, and street stalls offering 
crepes, w affies and roasted chestnuts. 
Most of the restaurants in France serve 
meals from noon to 2:30 p.m. and from 7 to 9 
p.m. Dining late in the evening is fashionable 
in the larger cities and it is important to re­ 
serve your table as much in advance as pos­ 
sible Most restaurants add a service charge 


of 12 to 15 per cent to your bill. If service is not 
included the usual tip is about 15 per cent of 
the bill and it is customary to tip the w ine ste­ 
ward (sommelier) separately. 
Menus vary from the deluxe printed type to 
a mimeographed version of the specialties of 
the day to a handwritten bill of fare. If you 
wish to be daring order a la carte or select 
from the fixed price menu where all courses 
are included in one price. Some restaurants 
also offer a menu touristique, usually a three 
course moderately priced meal designed 
especially for tourists. 
If you are uncertain what to order ask the 
waiter (garcon) about the restaurant’s spe­ 
cialty dishes. Of course wine is served with 
French meals and very often two wines are 


served, one to go with the appetizers and one 
with the main course. It is appropriate to ask 
questions about the wines but generally white 
wine goes with white meat, fish and “light” 
dishes while red wine goes with red meat and 
“rich” entrees. In smaller restaurants a “vin 
ordinaire” is usually proper. 


Choosing a wine is almost a game in France 
and there are certain rituals that are followed. 
The waiter should show you the bottle before 
it is opened and once the cork is removed he 
may offer it to you for inspection. Some wines 
may be left open for a few minutes allowing 
them to “breathe.” The waiter w ill pour some 
in your glass for sampling. If you are a con­ 
noisseur you will hold the glass to the light 
to take in the color, sniff the wine to capture 
its bouquet, take a small sip and cast a know­ 
ing glance to your table partner before ex­ 
pressing your approval. 
One more tip about dining in France — be 
patient. The French look forward to meal time 
as a highlight of their day, a time to relax 
and enjoy. The chefs take great pride in their 
creations, preparing dishes with an artistic 
flourish. One of the reasons that the food is so 
outstanding is that the dishes are made from 
scratch and are prepared fresh rather than 
from precooked portions. This takes time. Al­ 
low yourself about one and a half to two hours 
for lunch and two or three hours for dinner. 
A typical French meal consists of an hors- 
d’oeuvre, main dish, salad, cheese, and des­ 
sert. An aperitif may be taken before a meal, 
followed by one or two wines served with the 
courses, and a coffee or liqueur following the 
meal. The French believe that excessive 
drinking before meals destroys the taste buds 
and many also frown on smoking between 
courses for the same reason. It is customary 
to drink coffee only after a meal and it is 
served black unless specifically ordered with 
milk <au lait). 
French foods are so diverse and so numerous 
that one could spend years discovering them 
but a few examples may serve to whet the ap­ 
petite. Hors-d'oeuvres are often pork delicacies, 
raw vegetables or dishes based on poultry 
products or fish. In the winter the evening 
meal often starts with soup. Pates, omelettes,

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fondue, escargots and bouillabaisse are a few 
“ starters” often appearing on menus 
Fish, beef and poultry often make up main 
course entrees. France is rich in stock raising 
regions so there is an excellent selection of 
meats including the classic chateaubriand. 
Most main dishes are served with a vegetable 
garnish — artichokes, cauliflower, asparagus, 
peas, potatoes, or eggplant. France is famous 
for mushrooms since it was the French who 
discovered how7 to cultivate mushrooms in the 
late 18th Century. 
A variety of salads are served following the 
main course and just before cheese is served. 
There are about 365 kinds of cheese in France 
and often a selection of cheeses are served 
from a cheese board. Start with a mild cheese 
and work toward the more highly flavored

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types There are fresh cheeses such as cream 
cheese, hard cheeses like beaufort and cantab 
rich creamy cheeses such as saint-paulin and 
reblochon. camembert type cheeses like brie, 
strong cheese like munster and moroilles. 
blue cheeses made with ewes mile like Roque­ 
fort or with cow’s milk such as Bresse Some 
cheeses contain seasoning such as chives, pep 
per or caraway. There are some 60 varieties 
of goat cheeses in France which supplies two 
thirds of the w orld's supply of goat cheese. 
When it comes to desserts French pastries 
w ill certainly be found among the selections 
along with fresh fruits such as cherries, melon, 
peaches, pears, and berries in season 
Aperitifs include quinquinas or vermouths, 
sweet wines, and kir. a white wine mixed with 
cassis which is a black currant liqueur After 
dinner drinks include Cognac, Armagnac, and 
Calvados French beers go with certain dishes 
such as sauerkraut and sausages. 
When it comes to the best in French cooking 
there are two schools of thought, one which 
says the best cuisine is in Paris, and the other 
which says the real culinary treasures are to 
be discovered in the small cities, towns and 
hamlets in the provinces 
It is true that the provinces do have certain 
regional specialties which have made them 
famous in their own right and ot course the 
wines, which are named for their region, 
have also earned their respective reputations 
for excellence. 
As they make their was through the provinces 
travelers can often visit the caves and wine 
cellars w here the wine is processed. Grapes 
are harvested in the early fall although the 
exact time of harvest is a bit of a gamble for 
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the grower If grapes are left on the vine they 
can soak up more sunshine which produces 
more sugar and more alcohol when fermented 
If the grower waits too long, however, he can 
ruin his crop. Incidentally several wine ex­ 
perts have said that 1976 may be an outstand­ 
ing year for wine because the drought that 
plagued Europe this past summer meant more 
days of sunshine and fewer days of rain, a good 
omen for the w ine maker. The proof will be 
in the tasting. Most French wines are avail­ 
able for sale roughly two years after the har­ 
vest 
During the harvest pickers clip the grapes 
close to the vines and deposit them into w ood- 
en baskets or plastic containers carried by 
workers walking up and down the row's. The 
grapes are carted to the winery7 where the 
stems are removed and the grapes are placed 
in troughs. The grapes are pressed, allow7ed to 
ferment and are aged in wooden casks, bar­ 
rels or in bottles. In the Champagne method, 
often used to make sparkling wines, the wine 
is stored in bottles wiiich are turned and tilted 
by workers over a period of weeks until the 
sediments gather in the neck of the bottle 
The bottle necks are then frozen so when the 
cork or cap is removed the sediment is “ dis- 
gourged” before the bottle is corked again. 
Wine gets its color from the length of time 
the juice is in contact with the skins of the 
grapes. White wines can be made from red 
grapes that are pressed quickly before the 
skins are allowed to impart any color. 
Even if you don’t know a wrord of French, 
reading the label on a bottle of French wine 
can impart some important facts. Most French 
wine names are basically place name. Bur­ 
gundy is made in the province of Burgundy. 
Bordeaux in the wine region of Bordeaux and 
Chablis is a wine that is named for the dis­ 
trict in Burgundy where it is produced. The 
words appellation controlee on the label are a 
guarantee by the French government of the 
origin of the wine. Chateau is the vineyard 
where the wine is produced, propietaire is the 
owner of the vineyard and negociant is the 
wine dealer who may buy. bottle and ship 
wines. The vintage year is the year of the 
harvest. 
Some of the regional specialties in u ine in 
food include: 
• Bordeaux. Located on the Atlantic coast in 
southwest France. Bordeaux has 36 different 
districts producing red and white wines all 
classified as fine wine areas by the French 
government. The Medoe wines have fine 
bouquet and long lasting qualities, the Graves 
region produces elegant white wines. St. 
Emilion and Pomerol produce full-bodied rich 
red wines, and the Sauternes-Barsac region 
has great, sweet white wines. Also produced 
in this area is Cognac, a brandy made from 
the distillation of white wine from selected 
vines. Near Perigord one finds truffles, a type 
of mushroom called “ black diamonds-’ for 
their outstanding fragrance and taste They 
grow around the roots of oak trees and are 
gatheied by using dogs or sows trained to 
sniff them out. Further south in the Basque 
country the specialty is shellfish which are 
found in the Bay of Biscay and the Gulf of 
Gascogne Armagnac, which is often sold in 


flat, round flasks, known as Basque bottles, 
is also a brandy made from white wine. 
• Languedoc. Mediterranean Languedoc is 
the largest w ine growing area in Europe pro­ 
ducing more than a third of French table 
wines including names such as Clairette du 
Languedoc. Frontignan. Lunel. St. Jean de 
Minervois, Fitou and Roussillon. Nearby is 
Aveyron where Roquefort cheese can be 
found. This blue-veined cheese is made from 
ewe s milk and is aged in natural caves. It 
was the favorite cheese of Charlemagne 
• Cotes Du Rhone. Vineyards line the banks 
of the Rhone River for about 125 miles producing 
wines that are heady, robust, vigorous and rich 
in color. The northern wines both red and 
white, have a distinct flavor and smooth 
bouquet. The most famous of the southern 
wines is Chateauneuf-du-Pape. produced near 
Avignon where the Popes took up summer re­ 
sidence in New Castle (Chateauneuf) during 
medieval times. The wine has a deep'red 
color and the highest alcoholic content of any 
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occupancy. One Stop Charter I0TD.

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in France. North near Lyon one finds the fa­ 
mous Lyonnaise cooking, a delight for the 
epicurian. Some dishes found in the region are 
matelote d’anquille (eel cooked in red wine and 
onions), poulet aux ecrevisses (chicken with 
crawfish), tete de cochon roulee et pistachee 
(rolled pig’s head with pistachios) and gateaux 
de noix (w alnut cake). 
• Cotes de Provence. Southeastern France 
has heady red, rose and white wines and is 
also famous for Banon, a white round cheese 
that comes wrapped in chestnut leaves. North 
along the border one finds many fine cheeses 
produced from cattle graving on the slopes 
of the French Alps. Fondue is a popular 
dish here and one also finds the largest of all 
French cheeses, Emmental, an enormous

wheel-shaped hunk of cheese weighing from 175 
to 200 pounds. Another specialty of this area 
is Chartreuse, a green liqueur made from 
aromatic plants that grow on the wooded 
slopes. 
• Burgundy. The vineyards carrying this 
name cover some 60,000 acres in Eastern 
France and contribute 25 per cent of French 
wine exports. The vine was first cultivated in 
Gallo Roman times and later developed by 
monks. The big domains of the olden days have 
been divided and subdivided as they were 
handed down through the generations until to­ 
day there are more than 100,000 individually 
owned pieces of vineyards. The wines include 
Beaujolais and Macon, which are both red and 
white wines; Pouilly-Fuisse and Chablis, white 
wines; and the great Burgundies of Cotes-de- 
Nuits and Cotes-de-Beaune. 
• Alsace. The Alsatian vineyards are located 
along the Rhine in the northeastern section of 
France. The wines are typically bottled in 
long “ flutes” and include dry, white wines such 
as Riesling, Gewurztraminer, and Muscat 
d’Alsace. One of the specialties here is a sauer­ 
kraut prepared in white wine. About two-thirds 
of the sauerkraut production of France comes 
from this region. Pate de Foie Gras en croute, 
minced veal wrapped in crust, is another 
popular Alsatian dish. Further west in the 
Lorraine region the popular dish is Quiche 
Lorraine, a pastry filled with custard made 
from fresh cream, cheese and bacon. Other 
specialties are fruit brandies such as Mira- 
belle, made from plum; kirsch, made from 
distilled cherries; and poire William, made 
from pear. The wines of the region are often a 
very pale beige rose. 
• Champagne. Only the sparkling wine from 
this region is allowed to use the name Cham­ 
pagne, a wine that dates back to the time of 
the Roman legionnaires who found the vine­ 
yards when they marched into Gaul. The 
Champagne wine of 2,000 years ago was a red 
wine and when it threatened to put the wines 
of Roman Italy to shame the wines were 
ordered destroyed. Two hundred years later 
they were replanted and Champagne has 
flourished ever since. Beginning with the 
crowning of King Clovis in 496, Reims, the 
capital of Champagne, became the scene of 
French coronations and Champagne became 
the coronation wine. 


• Normandy and Brittany. These two fingers 


of France protruding into the Atlantic are not 
famous wine growing regions but they are 
quite well known for their gastronomy. Nor­ 
mandy, in northwest France, is known for its 
cheeses. Camembert, invented in 1970 by a 
local dairy maid, is a soft cheese with a flowery 
crust that is the most widely exported in 
France. Pont l’Eveque, made since the 13th 
Century, is a soft paste cheese with washed 
crust aik! Livarot, another of the most ancient 
Norman cheeses, is soft paste with a brownish- 
red crust that is smooth and shiny. Normandy 


is also known for Cavados, an alcoholic drink 
made from apples which is often drunk be­ 
tween courses or following a meal, and oysters 
which derive their reputation from the Sainte- 
Vaast’s oyster breeding method. Normandy 
also has one of the most famous breeds of cat­ 
tle in France which produce rich milk, cream 
and butter that is used in sauces in many 
gourmet dishes. The area is especially noted 
for beef tripe. Further south in Brittany one 
finds the production of strawberries and 
vegetables such as cauliflower, artichoke, 
leeks, potatoes and onions. The region is also 
famous for gridle cakes which are often sold 
with roasted sausages and for its poultry 
production including Cotes-du-Nord, one of the 
leading breeds of poultry in France. 
• Loire Valley. There are more than 500,000 
acres of vineyards in the Loire Valley most sit­ 
uated along the Loire River and its tributaries. 
In the western region around Nantes one finds 
Muscadel, a dry, light white wine popular in 
France and abroad. The lively white wines of 
Sancerre, Reuilly, Pouilley-sur-Loire and 
Quincy are fragrant and dry. The wines of 
Touraine such as Bourqueil and Chinon are 
light red wines with a hint of violets and rasp­ 
berries, and Vouvray a wine that can be found 
dry, sweet or sparkling. There are a variety 
of red and white wines in Anjou and Saumur 
including the sparkling Saumur wines made in 
the Champagne method. The region is also 
known for Anjou pears and apples and for 
asparagus which grows in the sands along the 
river. The Loire region has surpassed the 
Paris area in mushroom production now pro­ 
ducing about 100,000 tons per year. §

Guthrie’s tale of 
his youth, music 
and adventures 


SEEDS OF MAN by Woody Guthrie (Dutton, 
$11.95) 
R eviewed by Tom Von Molder 
During his life, Woody Guthrie several times 
tried to write about his search, at age 19, with 
his father, brother and uncle for a silver lode 
his grandfather found but never mined. 
This narrative, mostly written in 1947 and 
1948, is the most complete but it too is unfin­ 
ished. Among the earlier forms was “Silver 
Mine.” 
The narrative is part fiction, part autobio­ 
graphy, or as Guthrie wrote, “an experience 
lived and dreamed.” It pulsates with the 
rhythms of life, particularly with the dialogue, 
mostly written to reflect the Texas dialects. 
At the same time though, this form of dialogue 
is overly wordy and may cause many readers. 
to put down the book without finishing. 
For the minimal amount of action in the book 
— they never find any silver — the pace is very 
slow. What Guthrie has done is concentrate on 
life, the lust, adventure and music that filled 
his youth. 
Perhaps the finest section is the opening 
“Drip Gas,” in which Guthrie and companions 
try to find a leak in a natural gas pipeline so 
they can fill up their truck. A camaraderie 
comes through the freezing cold and the near 
fatal fire. 
With Guthrie’s earlier autobiography, 
“Bound For Glory,” to be the subject of a 
movie released this month, this new volume 
should get a lot of attention. Guthrie was one 
of America’s best folksong writers. But be 
warned, the large amounts of dialogue written 
in dialects will slow down your reading.

THE FATHER CHRISTMAS LETTERS, by 
J. R. R. Tolkien (Houghton Mifflin, $8.95). 


Here is a book that will make the perfect 
Christmas gift for twojcinds of people — those 
who are fans of Tolkien and “The Lord of the 
Rings” trilogy and those who have never 
heard of either the man or his epic. 
“The Father Christmas Letters” is a delight­ 
ful, lavishly illustrated volume which repro­ 
duces the letters Tolkien wrote for his children 
from 1925 through the early 1940s. The letters, 
written in a shakey hand that is exactly right 
for the old man of the North Pole, told of Fa­ 
ther Christmas’s adventures and usually de­ 
tailed the antics of North Polar Bear, Santa’s 
willing but often clumsy “helper.” 
The colorful illustrations are also Tolkien’s 
own, for Father Christmas and sometimes 
North Polar Bear drew pictures for their cor­ 
respondents to illustrate their letters. 
Other characters in the letters include Paksu 
and Valkotukka, two polar cubs who are North 
Polar Bear’s nephews, red and green elves, 
and goblins, described by Father Christmas 
as “very much what rats are to you, only 
worse, because they are very clever.”

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ledge of the dates during which Tolkien was 
writing the trilogy to their reading of the let­ 
ters. Some passages in the letters during the 
late 1930s particularly the last letter, written 
during World War II, describe battles between 
Father Christmas and the goblins which are 
clearly exercises which led to the writing of 
the great battle scenes of “The Lord of the 
Rings.” 
In addition, the tone of the letters change as 
time passes in much the same way Tolkien’s 
tone changed after he wrote “The Hobbit,” a 
charming children’s story, and embarked on 
“The Lord of the Rings,” a work much more 
likely to captivate adults. 
Knowledge of Tolkien’s other works, how­ 
ever, is totally unnecessary to enjoyment of 
this volume. Children will love it and adults 
who retain any sense of wonder will also en­ 
joy it. 
The book may, in fact, find its most delighted 
buyers among Tolkien fans who have been try­ 
ing to convert skeptical friends. The book is 
just 50 pages, easy to read and does not require 
the same commitment as the three volumes 
of the trilogy. 
However, some readers introduced to Tolkien 
through this bode will doubtless find them­ 
selves lured into his longer works. 
Once they take the bait, they will probably 
find themselves life-long fans of the master 
of fantasy in the 20th Century.

The U.S. Postal System has announced new procedures for ordering first day 
cancellations will be implemented after the first of the year. 
Two options will be available: collectors may continue to have the Postal 
Service affix the new adhesive and cancel their covers at the first day city, as 
before, or collectors may purchase the new issue at their local post office and 
within 15 days, send the stamped cover to the first day city for cancellation.
